He Reflises Life Position on Account of Newspaper Criticism. 
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Bitter Criticism Causes 
Yim To Decline Federal 
Judgeship. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 21.—President 
Roosevelt is in receipt of a letter from 
Senator John L. McLaurin, of South 
Carolina, declining the proffered appoint- 
ment to the vacancy on the bench of 
the United States court of claims. The 
president, it can be said, much regrets 
Senator McLaurin's decision, as he be- 
lieves that McLaurin’s senatorial experi- 
ence and his career as attornéy general 
of South Carolina would have rendered 
him a particularly good addition to the 
court of claims. 

The president now ts uncertain what 
he will do about Senator McLaurin. It 
is understood that he is anxious to ap- 
point him to some position in recognition 
of what the president regards as his 
services to the country and his demon- 
Strated ability in public life. 

Senator McLaurin’s letter is couched in 
the most positive terms, and evidently 
was based in particular upon a newspaper 
article which accompanied the letter. The 
article states that the senator had sold 
himself for the prospect of getting such 
an Office as that offered to him. It can 
be said, however, that the president re- 
garded such a type of accusation as be- 
neath notice, and sinccrely regrets that 
Senator McLaurin should have deemed it 
necessary to pay any attention to it. 

Senator McLaurin evidently has chang- 
ed@ his mind about accepting the proffered 
appointment since he was in Oyster Bay 
on July 11. At that time he indicated his 
readiness to accept the vacancy of the 
court of claims, and the only question 
then was when he should resign from the 
senate.

| att Hastings, with the theft of jewels 


which she values at $260,000. Her com- 
plaint was entertained and a general 
alarm was sent out for the arrest of 
Strong. 

Miss Yohe’s counsel] said that the safe 
in the Knickerbocker Safe Deposit Com- 
pany, where Miss Yohe had kept her 
jewels, was opened today and it was 
found that her jewels, valued ait $250,000, 


, had been removed, nothing of value being 


left in the safe except a few trifing trink- 
ets. She also explained that pawn tickets 
calling for $100,000 worth of the missing 
gems had been recovered. 


The romance of the life of Captain 
Strong is one thatt stretches almost around 
the world, and has interesting cuapters in 
Japan and England, as well as vwalifornia 
and New York. Captain Strong is the 
only son of the late ex-Mayor Strong. He 
was deeply interested in military affairs, 
and was captain of a company in the 
Sixty-ninth regiment, national guards, 
New York, prior to the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war. Then the war 
broke out Strong was appointed assistant 
adjutant general of volunteers and ordered 
to the Philippines. Here he distinguished 
himself for gallantry under fire, was 
wounded and later promoted to be a 
major. He was commissioned a captain 
in the regular army and last year order- 
ed to Manifa. 

Captain Strong started for Manila, but 
halted in California. There the meeting 
with Miss Yohe, who was then Lady 
Francis Hope, took place. \...en he was 
directed ito proceed to Manila, Strong tried 
to secure permission to go on a steamer 
on which Miss Yohe could also travel. 
His request ws denied, and he then re- 
signed from the army. His resignation 
was accepted, and the pair then went to 
Japan, where they lived for some time, 
in which Miss Yohe'’s husband, Lord Fran- 
cis Hope, sued for and secured a divorce. 
The pair traveled through ‘tthe east, and 
returned to New York in April. While 
abroad Captain Strong received about $11,- 
0 from the estate of his father. On 
their return they announced that they 
had a great sensattion, which they would 
divulge later. This was generally taken 
to mean their wedding, which was set 
for September. Captain Strong settled 
down with Miss Yohe and her mother in 
Hastings, and there they have lived in 
semi-Japanese fashion ever since. 

Miss Yohe was born in Bethlehem, Pa., 
about thirty-five years ago. She was on 
the stage almost continuously from the 
time she was 10 years old untt] 1893, when 
Lord Francis Hope married her.

SON OF NOTED FAMILY 
GOES TO GALLOWS TODAY 


Leading Citizens of Mississippi Ap- 
peal in Vain to Governor Longino 
To Save the Condemned 
Man from Shameful 
Death. 
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Greenville, Miss., July 21.—Standing at 
the west window of the Washington 
county jail this afternoon, Ashley Cocke 
looked for the last time at the setting 
sun as it dropped behind the levee which 
stands as a barrier between Greenville 
and the river. He raised his hand once, 
looked out on the spreading suburbs of 
growing Greenville and spat through the 
open bars. a 

“T hope they will hang us before 
11 o’clock,” he said to his guard; 


“then we will have dinner in hell.” 

There was a look of defiance on his 
face. 

The last departing rays cast a shadow 
of the scaffold full across his cell; he 
looked down upon the men at work on 
the gallows and now and then threw a 
taunting remark and sharp-edged pro- 
fanity gave color to his mutterings. 

But one cel] away sat Tom Lauderdale 
alone. He was cool, easy in mind, ap- 
parently, and ready to meet his impend- 
ing doom. 


Cocke’s Family Present. 

The family of Cocke are here.: They ar- 
rived Saturday night and have remained 
here ever since. Until 6 o'clock Sunday 
the mother of Cocke and his sister, Mrs. 
E. J. Carrington, of Memphis, remained 


with him, urging him to repent and show 
some smal] thought of the future. Cocke 
Is still holding out stoically against reli- 
gion. He refuses to accept any thought 
of creed, and declines to listen to the 
prayers of his mother, or to be moved 
by her tears. 

The isolation of the two prisoners is ab- 
solute; no one is allowed inside the cell. 

Mrs. Cocke and Mrs. Carrington 
expect to be on the scaffold tomorrow 
when the trap is sprung. 

It is not expected tonight that an effort 
will be made to rescue the two doomed 
men, but a message has been received 
from Bolivar county to watch out for 
trouble. The sheriff here fs prepared 
for it. 


The execution will be public and will 
be witnessed by several thousand people. 
Longino Deaf to All Appeals. 
Jackson, Miss., July 21.—The last strug- 
gle on the part of the family and friends 
of Ashley Cocke to avert the gallows 
from the condemned man and substitute 
imprisonment for life was made here to- 
day in one final and powerful appeal to 

Longino. 

As was expected, this effort proved un- 
successful, but before giving up the fight 
the delegation that waited upon the gov- 
ernor subjected him to one of the most 
harrowing ordeals that it can ever be 
the lot of a governor to endure, and.dur- 
ing a greater part of the time Governor 
Longino sat with tears coursing down his 
cheeks and the muscles of his face work- 
ing with emotion. 

There were twelve or fifteen gentlemen 
in the party, W. G. Cocke, a brother to 
Ashley, being one of them, and a lead- 
ing spokesman. Mrs. Cocke and her 
daughter, Mrs. Carrington, did not ar- 
rive, but remained in Greenville. 


Cocke’s Innocence Asserted. 


There were two grounds relied upon 
by the delegation to move the governor 
to clemency. One was the assertion of 
his insanity and the other was the as- 
sertion of his innocence of the death of 
Wray. In support of this last contention 
the delegation produced an affidavit 
made by Thomas Laucerdale, who ts also 
condemned to die with Cucke, In which 
instrument Lauderdale asserts that Cocke 
tried to prevent the killing of Wray and 
did not shoot, and that Wray was killed 
by Blackburn.

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SMITHSON FIRES 
ON, H DELOAC 


Brother of A. A DeLoach Shot 


in Back by Mill Foreman, 


In Hand-to-Hand Fight Smithson | 


Was Struck by Young DeLoach. 
Virgil DeLoach Attacks 
the Assailant of His 
Brother. 


H. H. DeLoach, brother of A. A. De- 
Loach, president of the DeLwoach Mull 
Manufacturing Company, was shot and 
dangerously wounded yesterday after- 
oon at 2 o'clock by Thomas Smithson, 
foreman of the.machine shop of the De- 
Loac’s mills. 

Virgil Deloach, another brother, grap- 
pled with Smithson in an effort to take 
the pistol from him, and Smithson aiso 
shot at him, but without effect. The pts- 
told was so close to his face, however, 
that the hair was burned from both sides 
of his neck. Two shots are said to have 
been fired at Virgil DeLoach. ‘ 

li. H, DeLoach was shot in the back, 
the Bullet entering between the shoulder 
blade and spinal column, and after pen- 
éetrating the right lung, ranged down- 
ward. He was taken at once to the 
Grady hospital and his condition Js con- 
sidered serious. Dr. Floyd W. McRae, 
the attending physician, stated last night 
that he believes the wounded man will 
recover, aithough the outcome of such 
a wound is uncertain. 

Smithson Surrenders. 

Smithson surrendered to Chief of Po- 
lice John W. Ball an hour after the 
shooting. Later in the afternoon he was 
removed to the Tower, where he will 
be held on the charge with assault with 
attempt to murder, pending the result of 


DeLoach’s wound. 

The shooting was the direct result of 
an altercation between H.,. H. DeLoach 
and Smithson and occurred on Highland 
avenue, just outside of the DeL#ach mill. 
DeLoach had been employed in the ma- 
chine shop for the past six weeks and 
the trouble grew out of his discharge 
from his position last Saturday night. 

According to statements of the affair, 
Delwach visited the shop yesterday af- 
ternoon and demanded of Smithson an 
explanation of his. discharge. An alter- 
cation followed and DeLoach struck the 
foreman over the left eye. Eye-witnesses 
say that Smithson then ran up on an. 
embankment on the street, and as De- 
Loach was walking away shot him in the 
back. | 

Smithson was seen in his cell at the 
Tower, but declined to make a state- 
ment. It is understood, however, that 
he claims DeLoach struck him with a 
pair of metal knucks. He is said to have 
told some of his friends that Deloach 
came to the shop and demanded an ex- 
planation of his discharge, but that as 
he did not desire to talk of the matter, 
walked away. He says that DeLoach 
then seized him and struck him with the 
knucks over his left eye, after which he 
fired. . 

DeLoach Makes Statement, 

Shortly after the shooting DeLoach 
made a statement to friends, which in 


substanee is as follows: 

‘“T went to the shop to obtain an ex- 
planation of this matter and we got into 
an altercation. I did not have any metal 
knucks but struck Smithson with my 
fist. We were near the machine shed 
on the street, and as I struck him, Smith- 
son stepped back and went up on the 
embankment. I turned to walk Into the 
shed and Smithson shot me in the back.” 

The machine shed is built alongside the 
street and the difficulty first started there, 
ending with the shooting on the street. 
A pair of knucks is said to have been 
picked up from the ground by R. W. 
Boone, engineer of the plant. The knucks 
and pistol have been turned over to 
the offictals. 

The shooting occurred in full view of 
the machine shop and there were a num- 
ber of eve-witnesses. 

In speaking of Deloach’s condition last 
night, Dr. McRae said: 

“Mr. DeLoach is resting easy tonight 
and the chances for his recovery are 
very good. The ball entered the back 
between the shoulder blade and the spinal 
column. It went into the right lung and 
ranged downward. We will not probe 
for the bullet and are unable to tell 
where it lodged. The wound and the 
course of the ball indicate that the man 
doing the shooting was above the man 
shot.” 

In the Tower vesterday afternoon 
Smithson evinced concern for DeLoach 
and inquired as to his condition. 

“T hope he is not badly hét,” 
said. 

Smithson is a married man and has 
three children. His home is at 12 Ash- 
land avenue. DeLoach is unmarried and 
resides near the DeLoach shop.

Baitimore, Md., July 21.—An air line 

from the great lakes to the south At- 
lantic seaboard is made possible by a deal 
which has been principally consummated 
by the Union Trust Company, of this 
city. 
The Union Trust Company has just 
completed arrangements to finance the ex- 
tension of the old Ohio River and Charles- 
ton railroad from the coal fields of West 
Virginia to Lincolnton, N. C. It has been 
decided, also, it is understood, to extend 
this road northward to Ironton, Ohio, 
Where it will connect with the Detroit 
Southern. Samue}j Hunt, president of the 
latter road, is also president of the Ohfo 
River and Charleston, which was recent- 
ly taken over by a new company known 
gas the South and Western. 

At Lincolnton the roaq will connect 
with the Seaboard Air Line, with which 
company close agreements for the tnter- 
@hange of traffic have been made. The 
Hne will be the shortest from the West 
Virginia coal fields to the sea, and if the 
extension to Ironton is built it will give 
the Seaboard an independent short route 
to the great lakes.

Béginning 
today the Illinois Central has begun to 
compete with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, by making a discount of 2 cents a 
nhun@red pounds on all freight shipped 
t or received from points east of the 
Mississippi river. 
~The Louisville and Nashville began 
the store-door delivery several days ago. 

The New Orleans and Northeastern will 
fall into line tomorrow and the officers 
of the Texas and Pacific are holding 
, consultations with a view of allowing 
the 2 per cent discount on all goods re- 
eelved from competitive points between 
this city and St. Louis. The officers of 
those two roads have already signified 
their intention of granting the allowance 
on all freight.

at 10:30 o'clock to the distinguished guests. 
The visiting members of Generaf Walker's 
family will be there, as will also the 
well-known confederate officers who will 
attend the exercises. This reception will 
be brief, and the party will proceed at 11 
o’clock or shortly thereafter to take car- 
riages for the scene of the unvelling. 

The line of march to the monument 
will be formed at Pryor and Decatur 
streets at 11 o’clock this morning. Colonel 
L. P.. Thomas, marshal of the day, urges 
all camps of veterans, patriotic societies 
and others who expected to attend, to be 
on hand promptly. 

The line of march to the monment wil! 
be made as follows: County poliee; band; 
marshal and his staff; Wheeler’s. cavalry, 
mounted escort; members of the Walker 
Monument Association in carriages; fam- 
ily of General Walker in carriages; dis- 
tinguished visitors, United Daughters of 
the Confederacy and Ladies’ Memorial 
Association in carriages, in charge of 
Colonel: W. L. Calhoun, Captain Frank 
M. Myers and Dr. Amos Fox, committee; 
commanding officers and United States 
troops from Fort McPherson; detachment 
of Fifth infantry, Georgia state troops; 
Camp Walker Association and the Unt 
form Daughters of the camp; Atlanta 
camp, No. 1659, United Confederate Vet- 
erans and confederate veterans from the 
Soldiers’ home; Camp Tige Anderson, 
United Confederate Veterans; Forty-sec- 
ond Georgia Veterans’ Association; con- 
federate veterans’ associations from other 
points and all confederate veterans; citi- 
zens.

The veterans and visitors will go out 
to the monument in cars, which will be 
on hand at 11 o’clock.

Then will follow the response to the 
presentation speech by Major Joseph B.

Walker's chief of staff. 

Music and the benediction will conclude 
the exercises. 

Reports received at the office of the 
Southern and other railroads indicate that 
large crowds of people are coming to-the 
city today from every direction to attend 
the exercises. The rate for the round 
trip from all points within a radius of 
200 miles is only one fare for the round 
trip, and this will no doubt attract many 
excursion parties. ; 

Barbecue at Brownwood. 

After the unveiling exercises the vet- 
erans and guests will form a line of 
march and proceed to Brownwood, the 
country place of President Brown, where 
an immense barbecue will be served. On 
the way they. will stop for a moment to 
pay tribute and place wreaths on the 
monument to Major General McPherson 
in Grant. park. 

An extra number of tables has been 
provided for the barbecue, at which it 
is expected something like 1,500 people 
will assemble. Preparations have been 
made’*to provide for all who attend. The 
barbecue will be ready shortly after 2 
o'clock and. the guests will be served 
promptly and bountifully. 

Several speecehes will be made on this 
occasion, and among others it is expected 
Governor Candler, General Howard and 
General Stewart will be heard from. 

Among the guests of the occasion will 
be J. T. Collier, of Viénna, Ga., who was 
General Walker's orderly at the time of 
the fight in which he met his death. 

At a meeting of the Walker Monument 
Association a resolution by Géneral A. J. 
West was unanimously passed tendering 
the thanks of the association to Charles 
Ik. Harman, general passenger agent of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad for 
his kindness and generosity in transport- 
ing free of charge, from Marietta to 
Atlanta and return, the band which will 
be used today. Thanks were also ten- 
dered to D. N. Baldwin, the bandmaster, 
for his kindness and services to the asso- 
ciation. 


GENERAL HOWARD TALKS 
OF BATTLE OF ATLANTA 


Major General O. O. Howard, of the 
United States army, retired, who has 
come al] the way from South Dakota io 
attend the unveiling of the monument to 
Major General W. H. T. Walker, the 
only Georgian of that rank who was killed 
in the confederate service, when seen at 
his room at the Aragon last night: by a 
representative of The Constitution, talked 
interestingly of the fights around At- 
lanta during the latter part of the war 
between the states. 

General Howard’s home is in Burling- 
ton, Vt. He went out to South Dakota 
to take part in a Fourth of July celebra- 
tion, and on his return journey came by 
Atlanta for the express purpose of at- 
tending the unveiling of the Walker 
monument. 

During the hattle of Atlanta, in which 
General Walker was killed, General How- 
ard was in command of the Fourth corps 
of the army of the Cumberland and took 
no active part in the fight, his troops 
being engaged chiefly in skirmishing. He 
was afterwards made major. general. 
Speaking of the battle General Howard 
said: 

“Tl was not in the active fight at the 
time General Walker was killed. General 
Hood had massed his troops and made an 
attack on the army of Tennessee, under 
General McPherson. I was at that time 
in eénference with Genera} Sherman and 
my troops were engaged in skirmishing 
before the confederate lines. 

‘The confederate attack was made by 
the concentrated troops commanded by 
General Hardee. For a time-the army of 
Tennessee was hard pressed, but General 
Sherman was confident of its ability to 
take care of itself and sent no aid from 
his other troops. General McPherson was 
riding across an open space when he was 
“killed. General Logan at once assumed 
command and the confederate troops un- 
der General Hardee eventually retired. 
General Walker was killed in the attack, 
I believe, a short time after Genera] Mc- 
Pherson was killed.

ng, that time he was. co’ 
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mandant. Curtis Lee was a classmate of 
mine while I was at “the Point,’’ with a 
great many other southern cadets, whom 
I afterwards fought as confederate gen- 
erals, among them General Hood, Fitz- 
hugh Lee, Stephen D. Lee and General 
Hardee. General Robert E. Lee was 
superintendent while I was a cadet. He 
was noted among the cadets for his 
kindness and I had especial reason to 
know of it, as I was once badly hurt in 
the riding hall and became very il] in 
consequence,”’ 

General Howard has spent a great deal 
of time in the south, and has been closely 
associated with a number of prominent 
southern men. His first command was in 
Florida, and he has been in-the south a 
great deal since the close of the war. 

General Howard is a splendid type of 
the union soldier who fought for what he 
considered the right, but is still able to 
recognize the honesty and bravery of his 
former foes. He is glad to take part in 
all exercises tending to bring about a rec- 
onciliation between those who were once 
foes upon the field of battle. 

“Nothing gives me more pleasure,” said 
General Howard last night, ‘‘than to take 
part in an affair of this kind. I have 
spent a great deal of my time in the 
south, and I think I understand the 
southern people and the problems which 
confront them. 

“Tt shall always remember a statement 
made by Generai Calhoun on the occasiun 
of a visit I made to Atlanta several years 
ago. At that time he said that the 
south’s antagonism to the union was a 
thing of the past, and that if occasion 
should ever arise the Bouthern people 
would be as quick as those of any other 
part of the country to come to its ie- 
fense. 

“Tt should always have remembered that 
if the Spanish-American war, which was 
unthought of at the time the remark was 
Mmnade, had never occurred. 
peculiar pleasure for me to remember it 
since I saw how nobly the southern peo- 
ple lived up to during the war with

So Former Secretary Vilas 
Declares in an Interview on 
Political Issues. 


‘DEMOCRATS MUST UNITE. 


TO DEFEAT PROTECTION 


Trusts Have Thriven To Such an Ex- 
tent Under ‘Mepitiiican Rule .

| Wis., .July.-21—The Hon. 
William F. Vilas, who sas-secretary of 
the interfor. in Presitient Cleveland’s cab- 
inet, was recently ask«d by A. F. War- 
den, chairman of tite democratic state cen- 
tral committee, to give his opinion re- 
specting ‘political conditions, the possibili- 
ties of democratic harmony “and the as- 
surances of the party’s restoration to 
power and ‘the relief of the people from 
republican maladministration.” Mr. Vi- 
las 'Teplied today in part as follows: 


“Nothing can be more evident to on 

e 
who takes a broad view of the nature of 
public affairs or of our political history, 
than that achievement of good is only to 
be won by leaving to,the past the burial 
of its own dead, and pushing on undis- 
turbed to the great ends open in the fu- 
ture. It needs but a thought upon the im- 
mensity of the concerns of sO numerous a 
people, upon the happiness that belo of 
right to the millions of home circles which 
are the treasures and reward of the free 
men of America, both to ghow the futil- 
ity and sin of trying to block progress 
with the half-burned fagots of extinguish- 
ed controversy, and to impress on every 
high-minded man the sense of duty to 
so discharge his part toward the hopes of 
the future that he need néver cringe be- 
fore his self-respect. | 


Democracy Hateful to Trusts. 


“Whatever the alignments on past Is- 
sues, the democraltic party remains today 
tthe hope of the people of this land. On 
no other can be placed any just expecta- 
tion of a rescue from the menacing condi- 
tions that beset us. Any one can see, who 
will see the truth, that all ‘the combina- 
tions of greed, all the plotters who work 
upon our government to win special gain 
at the cost of the people at large, are to be 
found supporting the party now in povter; 
for the democratic party they have, as al-- 
ways, only hostility. It must, of course, 
be so, because whoever will sacrifice the 
public good for private or class advantage 
can expect no countenance from a party 
which stands devotedly for the common 
welfare of all. Many there are, indeed, 
who know that their prosperity will be 
sufficient if it consist with justice to atl: 
who prefer that justice without any per- 
sonal reckoning, and who, if so allied as 
to share gains derived at the cost of their 
fellow-men, would rather yield than hold 
them on such terms. The truth remains 
that, if ever delivéfance is to come from 
the rapacious combinations now in real 
control of the country’s affairs, if the 
abuses of power which have put to shame 
our national principles and traditions are 
to find redress, the relief must spring 
from a party which will unite the people 
in defense of common welfare, " unflinch- 
ing hostility to its insiduows and power- 
ful enemies. 

“The overruling need is of concentration 
of opinion and cnoperation in political 
action by the veople, ; 

‘Under the false and deceitful name of 
protection to industry, there has arisen 
such a system of combining devices of leg- 
islation with the vices of Dusiness man- 
agement to obtain: mastery of tne people 
as was never before seen: in this or anv 
other land: the iniquity of which it. would 
be hard to find any parallel. for, unless in 
Oriental countries, 


Only a Few Masters. 


“At the pace the movement has attain- 
ed, it can be but a few years, if it go un- 
checked, before suhbstantially the entire 
range of manufacture, mining, trade and 
transportation will stand composed of a 
few masters and millions of employees, 
the latter constrained to trade onlv at 
what may be called practically ‘company’s 
stores,’ and all agriculture will be helpless- 
ly ensnared, as it ajJready is to no small 
extent. Liberty in the pursuit of liveli- 
hood will well nigh have disappeared, 
for, with the devices of our modern in- 
yention, it is unnecessary longer to man- 
acle the condemned with hall and chains. 

“The people must alm thelr stroke at 
the root of the poisonous tree. It is {dle 
to complain of mere incidents, to merely 
attack particular evils, to begin lawsuits 
against some special conepiracy. The pol- 
icy of the illustrious Grant, whose ob- 
jective was not the capture of towns or 
the subjugation of districts, but the de- 
struction of armies of secession. must 
be ours In the intending conflict. The vic- 
tory ito be won, which alone is worth win- 
ning, is the overthrow of the grand cen- 
tral, governing conspiracy of protection. 
When that ‘crowning mercy’ shall be 
vouchsafed, the very ‘purification of the 
nation’s sou] bv the fires of the strife 
will easily enable it to subdue the lesser 
forms in which Satan is embodiea in our 
national life. 


Protection Knows Its Peril. 


“The contest cannot be longer post- 
poned but with the utmost peril to the 
rights of our countrymen. Though master 
now, protection knows its danger, and 
is vigilant to secure every element of 
strength, every ‘coign of vantage,’ and, 
as ever, on both sides of the fleld. It is 
making new alliances, controling more 
industries, increasing its political power. 
How arrogantly it has but just defjed the 
appeal of national kindness and justice, 
bound by the law of gelf-preservation to 
stand by every confederate in whatever 
exactment. 

“Tt is a painful record we have written 
on the pages of three vyvears past, for 
Americans who look to Washington, Jef- 
ferson, Matlison, the Adamses and their 
compeers of the Declaration and the con- 
stitufion, for the rule of national conduct 
that should enlichten the world with the 
love and truth of liberty. And that same 
must yet be wiped off by future treat- 
ment of the unhappy Filipinos according 
to the principles we have inherited, or so 
eurely as justice rules the world, Ameri- 
ca will bitterly atone for it in resulting 
suffering of her own. But not at once can 
all national wrongs be redressed and those 
borne by our countrymen must challenge 
first relief. I fear distraction. Protec- 
tion is quick to profit by it. Its shrewd 
counsels have fomented war, have set 
the nation in quest of military glory and 
find its account in: the eontroversy over 
imperialism.. We may justly, hold prottec- 
tion itself responsible for these condi- 
tions; it will craftily keep agitation of 
such questions alive, and we may be sure 
also as the careful observer cannot tut 
see the fact now to be, that f# wilt pre- 
vent array of parties on any issue arising 
from them that may imperil its own

FARMS OF UNITED. STATES

Interesting Statistics Furnished by 
Census Bureau. 


VALUED AT MANY BILLIONS 


,- 
Texas Leads with Greatest Number 
of Farms—Iowa Leads in Im- 
proved Farms. 


Washington, July 21.—The census bureau 
today issued a bulletin giving the condl- 
tion of agriculture’ in the United Sates 
forthe year of 1900. It shows that there 
were at that time 5,739,657 farms in the 
entire country, which were valued at 
$16, 764,694,247. Of this: amount $3,560,198,191, 
or over 21 per cent, represented the value 
of buildings, amd $13,114,492,066, or over 70 
per cent, represented the value of @inds 
and improvements other: than buildings. 
The value of farm implements and ma- 
chinery was $761,261,550 and of live stock 
$3,078,050,041. These values, added to the 
value of the farms, gives a total value of 
farm property amounting to $20,514,001,858 

The total value of farm products for the 
year 1899 ts given at $4,739,118,752, of which 
amount $1,718,990,221 was for animal prod- 
ucts, including live stock, poultry and bee 
products. 

The bulletin places the average size of 
farms in the United States at 146 acres, 
and it is stated that 49 per cent of the 
farm land is improved. The total acreage 
for the entire country was 841,201,546. 


Number of Farms. 


The number of farms in the United 
States has increased in every decade for 
the last fifty years, and so rapidly that 
in 1900 there were nearly four times as 
many farms as in 1850, and 25 per cent 
more than in 1890. The total acreage of 
farm land has also increased, but up to 
1880 less rapidly than the number of 
farms, involving a steady decrease in the 
average size of farms. Since 1880, how- 
ever, the total acreage has increased more 
rapidly than the number of farms, so that 
the average size of farms has increased. 
The total area of improved land hag in- 
creased in every decade since 1850 

A comparison by states indicates that 
the most important states in the agricul- 
ture of the country are, beginning at the 
west, Missouri, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio, Pennsylvania and New York. To- 
gether they contribute 44 per cent of the 
total value’of farm property and 38 per 
cent of the total value of farm products. 

Texas leads with the greatest number 
of farms, 352,190, and also with the high- 
est acreage, 125,807,017. But only a little 
over 15 per cent of the farm land in Texas 
was improved, and the value of the farm 
land in Texas was less than in Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohto, New York, Missouri, Iowa 
or Illinois being $962,476,273. Missouri 
ranks second in the number of farms, 
having 284,886, Other states having more 
than 200,000 farms are: Alabama, 223,220: 
Georgia, 224,691; Illinois, 264,151; Indiana, 
221,897; Idwa, 228,622; Kentucky, 231,667: 
Michigan, 208,261; Mississippi, 220,808; New 
York, 226,720; North Carolina, 224,687; Ohio, 
Ling Pennsylvania, 224,248; Tennessee, 


Improved Farms. 


. Iowa leads the list in the percentage of 
improved lands, more than 86 per cent of 
the farm lands of that étate being im- 
proved. Illinois follows with more than 
84 per cent; Ohio comes next with 78 per 
cent, and is followed by Indiana with 
more than 77 per cent. Illinois occupies 
the first position in the matter of the total] 
value of farm lands, the figures for that 
state being $2,004,316,897. Amon other 
state values are: Kentucky, $471,045,856: 
Tennessee, $341,202,025; Texas, $962.476,273; 
Virginia, $323,515,977. 

The live stock farm lands of the coun- 
try are put down at a value of $7,505,284,273 
or more than 36 per cent of the whole. 

The hay and grain lands are valued at 
$6,369,548,548, or 31 per cent of the whole; 
dairy products over 8 per cent; cotton 
over 5 per cent. There are 512 coffee farms 
in the country valued at $1,932,915. 

A comparison of the number of irri- 
gators and of the number of acres irri- 
gated at the beginning and end of the 
decade of 1889-1899 shows that these have 
approximately doubled The number of 
irrigators In the arid states and territo- 
ries increased from 52,584 to 102,819, or 95 
per cent, and the number of acres irri- 
gated increased from 3,564.415 to 7,263,273, 
or 103 per cent. 


MAY BE LYNCHED FOR MURDER 


Infuriated Citizens Are Clamoring 
for Life of Dunn. 

St. Joseph, Mo., July 21.—Albert Fen- 
ton, a wealthy farmer of Rushville, Mo., 
was shot on the streets of that village 
by Mark Dunn late last night. Dunn, 
who, it is alleged, had been drinking, 
was arrested, but, escaping from the of- 
ficers, he secured a shotgun and shot 
and killed Fenton, who was passing in 
a buggy. The shooting was entirely with- 
out provocation and Dunn is in danger of 
being lynched. Deputy Sheriff | Luther 
Moberly tried to bring Dunn to(\St. Jo- 
seph, but the infuriated citizens prevent- 
ed the officer and his prisoner from de- 
parting. 


MASKED MEN CRACE A SAFE. 


They Secure About $2,000 and Make 
Their Escape. 

New York, July 21.—Five masked men 
blew open the safe in the office of the 
New York and Stamford railroad at 
Port Chester, N. Y., about daylight to- 
day and stole yesterday’s receipts of the 
office, about $2,000. The robbers forced 
an entrance by breaking the catch on 
a window. James McGine, a night watch. 
man, heard the men at work at the win- 
dow and came upon them just as they 
were about to attack the safe. He was 
quickly overpowered, bound and gagged 
and tied to a chair. Then thé thieves 
blew open the office safe and escaped 
with the money. 


FLED DEATH TO MEET DEATH. 


Brothers Leaped to Watery Graves 
To Escape Explosion. 

Chicago, July 21.—sumping into the 
Calumet river to escape an explosion 
they feared would follow the breaking of 
a gasoline tank on their launch, Charles 
Kubicek and his brother, Duffy, were 
drowned last night. 

Companions attempted to rescue the two 
mén, but the current of the swollen 
stream baffied their efforts, and the bodies 
of the brothers were swiftly carried 
down the river and out of sight. The 
atvident occurred at One htindred and

Run on Masonic Temple Safety 


Vaults at Chicago. 

Chicago, July 21.—News of the disap- 
pearance of nearly $30,000 from the vaults 
of the Masonic Temple Safety Deposit 
Company last Saturday has spread to 
such an extent today that it caused a 
‘“‘run’’ on the vaults.

ONLY FIFTY DROWNED 

BY SINKING OF PRINUS 

Hamburg. July 21.—The sinking of the 
steamship Primus by the tug Hansa at 
42:30 o’clock this morning was not at- 
‘tended by as, great loss of life as at first 
reported. 

So far as ascertainable about fifty peo- 
ple were drowned. Thirteen bodies al- 
feady have been recovered, 

The Primus was an excursion steamer 
from Buxtehude, province of Hanover, 
Prussia. The disaster occurred on the 
River Elbe between Blankenese and Nien- 
Btedten. 

Among the passengers were the mem- 
bers of the Eilbeck Male Choral Society. 

At the time of the accident the Primus 
Was crossing the river channel near 
Blankenese from the southern into the 
northern fairway. 

According to witnesses aboard te 
Hansa, the movement was inade too pre- 
cipitately. 

he Primus struck the tug’s engine 
room and the Hansa endeavored to push 
her ashore, but the tug grounded and 
the ships parted. The Primus then sank. 

In the interval, however, about fifty 
of her passengers were able to reach 
the Hansa by means of ropes and Jadders. 
Seventy more were picked up by the 
tug’s boats, while others swam ashore. 

The disaster caused deep gloom here. 
Many children lost both their parents. 
The choral society, which was on board 
the excursion steamer, consisted mainly 
of workmen. There were no foreign j6@1s- 
gsengers. Captain Peterson, of the Pri- 
mus, swam ashore and gave himself up 
to the police. Captain Sachs, of the 
Hansa, also surrendered. | 

The Primus was the oldest boat on the 
Elbe. She was built in England in 1844 
and had never before met with an acci- 
dent.

Primus ashore, but, being of deeper 
draught, grounded herself before the pas- 
senger boat. The Primus floated down 
stream and sank 300 feet from” the 
Hansa.”’ 

Some of the survivors furnish graphic 
descriptions of the awful suddenness of 
the disaster. According to their story the

GOV, TAFT AND PARTY 
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POPE LEO XIII. 
Who Received Governor Taft and Party at the Vatican. 
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Aged Pontiff Very Gracious in His Reception of the 
Americans, Presenting Each With a Cosily Gift.

Roosevelt. 


Rome, July-21.—The pope received Gov- 
ernor Taft and the members of his party 
in farewell audience at noon today. The 
Americans drove in two carriages from 
their hotel to. the vatican. Judge Taft 
and Judge Smith wore evening dress, as 
prescribed by etiquette; Major Porter 
was in full uniform, and Bishop O’Gor- 
man wore ecclesiastical robes. ‘They were 
received at the great door of the vatican 
by the Swiss guards, who rendered milbi- 
tary honors. At the foot of the state 
staircase the Americans were met by 
Monsignor Bisletti, master of § cere- 
monies, who was accompanied by several! 
dignitaries of the papal court. At the 
door of the pontifical apartments the 
noble guards and gendarmes rendered 
the customary honors, after which Gov- 
ernor Taft and his companions were in- 
troduced into the presence of the pope, 
who welcomed them with arked cor- 
diality. 

To mark Js satisfaction at the suc- 
eess of the negotiation, the pope pre- 
sented each member of Governor Taft’s 
party with a personal gift inclosed in a 
magnificent morocco case adorned with 
the papal arms. Governor Taft got a 
gold goose quill of fine workmanship, 
with Pope Leo’s coat of arms on the 
feather. To Bishop O’Gorman was pre- 
sented a pectoral cross set with rubies 
and amethysts and having a cane in the 
center bearing the figure of the virgin 
surrounded with pearls. Judge Smith and 
Major Porter both received a gold jubilee 
medal.

The Americans were ushered into the 
private library, and so. soon as the door 
was opened the pope went-half way to 
meet them and greeted. Governor Taft 
with the greatest cordiality. The pontiff 
commenoed the interview by saying he 
was most satisfied and happy at the re- 
sults obtained, and was confident that 
the negotiations would be the starting 
point of a complete and satisfactory 
solution of the question under discussion. 
He added that the apostolic. delegate 
soon to be appointed would be instructed 
most strictly ‘and precisely regarding 
earrying out the ideas determined upon 
between the Unitéd States and vatican, 
saying: 

“I will see that orders be given him 
as to his work, over which I will watch 
him versonally.”’ 

Turning the conversation, the pope ex- 
pressed the highest esteem of American 
methods of treating church matters. In 
fact, he had more than once pointed to- 
ward the United States as setting an 
example well worth copying. 

Governor Taft thanked the pope for the 
promptness and courtesy shown him dur- 
ing his visit, and promised cooperation 
with the apostolic delegate in exect&ing 
the business on the lines agreed upon 
at Rome. He expressed regret at thefact 
that the negotiations had been made the 
occasion of the circulation of false and 
even calumnious rumors in various pa- 
pers and by some telegraphic agencies, 
which had given rise t6 unfavorable com- 
ments upon the vatican. The pope also 
protested against such false reports, but 
he prophetically declared that by this 
time he was accustomed to that kind of 
misrepresentation. ? 


Mosiac for Roosevelt. lf 


The pontiff then rose with unusual ac- 
tivity, walked with the Americans to the 
opposite room and showed them the 
mosaic which he is sending to President 
Roosevelt in return for the president’s 
present of a box containing his (Mr. 
Roosevelt's) literary works. The mosaic 
is a copy of Coryd’s well-known picture 
of Pope Leo sitting on the terrace of the 
vatican gardens surveying Rome. It was 
made in the vatican workshops, 

The pope then gave Bishop O'Gorman 
an autograph letter to President Roose- 
velt. 

Members of Governor Taft’s party ask- 
ed the pope to bless several boxes of 
rosaries and other religious mementoes, 
which his holiness did most willingly, 
adding that his bwmmediction was extended 
to all their relat?ons and friends. 

After an audience of forty minutes, in 
which the conVersation was carried on 
entirely in French, Bishop O’Gorman and 
Major Porter translating, the pope saw 
the Americans to the door of the library. 

Governor Taft and his companions then 
called on the papal secretary of state, 
Cardinal Rampolla, with whom they ex- 
changed somewhat similar courtesies. 

Later Governor Taft, accompanied by 
Judge Smith and Captain Strother, left 
Rome for Naples. 

Bishap O’Gorman will sail for the 
United States next week. He will take 
with him a letter from Cardinal Ram- 
polla to Secretary of State Hay.

“I knew him for forty years. I knew 
him when he was @ miner, and he stood 
then with every man, as a peer. What 
he said his feliow-men knew to be true. 
It has been the same since, im California, 
New York—i -erywhere. I never saw a 
trait in him \. did not go to make the 
perfect man. + met every man on the 
broad plane of manhood. He was rich, 
but the poor saw nothing of his wealth 
in meeting him; he looked so far above 
it. His greates: traits were his unosten- 
tatious generosity and charity and his 
wonderful Americanism. Considering the 
latter, it seems-an irony of fate that ho 
should have died in a foreign land. His 
charities, I ki:iow, amounted to more than 
a quarter-of « million dollars a year, and 
So modestly were they given that no one, 
excepting possibly his private secretary, 
knew the beneficiaries. 

‘In the enterprises which bore his name 
at the head his sense of personal honor 
was uppermost, and so certain that it 
protected the lowliest of his associates, 
be it stockholder in the Postal Telegraph 
Company or empicyee in his mines. He 
scorned pettiness and meanness, and his 
scorn, when impetiled, was the loftiest in 
the world; but aiways he stood by his 
friend until the guilt of something petty 
intervened. 

“Mr. Mackay ha a tremendous pride 
in his own S20Gpeme. and strove to keep 
it above reproacTmm@At the time of the 
Baring failures in London, and against 
the advice of astute financiers, he sent 
to London to float a loan of several 
million’ dollars for the Postal Telegraph.

RAILWAYS OF THE SOUTH 
TO‘BE MERGED BY MORGAN 


Louisville, Ky., July 21.—Thagt J. P. 
Morgan & Co. have not abandoned the 
idea of forming’ the Southern Se- 
curities Company, as soon as the North- 
ern Securities Company is held to be a 
valid corporation, is believed ,to be 
strongly indicated by the Louisville and 
Nashville Company's acceptance of the 
provisions of the present constitution of 
Kentucky, in a paper in the office of the 
secretary of state at Frankfort. 

For ten vears and nearly ten months 
the Louisville and Nashville, operating 


}under a cnarter granted in the early fif- 


ties, has refused to take this step, being 
one of the few corporations which has 
persisted in itS refusal, and now that it 
has changed front, so soon after its con- 
trol has passed from the Belmonts and 
Rothschilds to the banking firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co., is taken as an admission 
that the much-discussed merger with the 
Southern railway is one of the certainties 
of the future. 


There ts a diversity of opinion as to just 
how this step of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville will further the object of Morgan & 
Co. toward a consolidation of the Loujts- 
ville and Nashville and Southern. It is 
known that the action is the result of a 
request made by Mr. George W. Perkins, 
of the Morgan firm, and this is believed 
to be proof positive that the merger has 
been arranged and will become operative 
at the earliest possible moment. 

By accepting the provisions of the con- 
stitution the Louisville and Nashville 
practically becomes a new corporation. 
This, of durse, places it in a position to 
receive all the benefits, if any, that are 
to be found in legislation since the adop- 
tion of the instrument or in the future, 
but on the other hand, it lays itself la- 
ble to future legislative enactment: its 
charter becomes not only subject to 
amendment, but to repeal.

Berlin, July 21,—Cabinet orders confer- 
ring decorations on about 300 Americans 
who had to do with the trip of Prince 
Henry of Prussia to the United States are 
in Emperor William’s hands for signa- 
ture The foreign office sent the papers to 
his majesty a fortnight ago, and their 
return and the announcement of the deco- 
rations are expected any day. The list 
was made up laargely by Dr Von Holle- 
ben, the German ambassador at Washing- 
ton, though of course Prince Henry per- 
sonally suggested a good many’ names. 
The delay in fixing up the list seems to 
have been due to the necessity for ascer- 
taining before hand whether persons in 
official positions could and would accept. 
There has been much correspondence be- 
tween the foreign office and Dr. 
Holleben regarding the atttitude of the 


Von 
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American officials, whose individual pref- 
ences as set forth in the correspondence 
are kept inviolable here. However, after 
months of exchange of views, the list was 
finally agreed upon and sent to the United 
States embassy for revision. 

The United States ambassador, Andrew 
D. White, following precedent in such 
cases, politely declined to make any sug- 
gestions and returned the list to the for- 
eign office without any expressions of 
opinion. It appears that a standing in- 
struction of the state department is that 
the besowal of decorations shall be dis- 
couraged as much as possible, because 
decorations have no place in the Amerti- 
can government system, cannot be re- 
turned in kind, and nearly always lead te 
diplomatic annoyances. It is understood 
that the decorations are’ chiefly varioug 
classes of the crown order, 
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WHITES FLEEING TO COAST. 


Barbarous Acts by the Natives of 
Africa. 

Lisbon, July 21.—The governor of Zam- 
besi has notified the authorities of the 
dispatch of a punitive expedition consist- 
ing of three hundred Europeans and sev- 
en hundred natives from Cinde for Ba- 
rue to suppress a native insurrection in 
Angola. The natives there have com- 
mitted many barbarous acts against resi- 
dent Europeans, having destroyed their 
property and compelled an exodus of the 
white population to the coast. 

Seventy white persons have reached 
Covo Redondo in a sad plight. They had 
traveled 269 miles on foot. Much anxiety 
is felt for the fate of others. It is re- 
ported that a number of traders who 
were unable to escape have been cap- 
tured by the natives, who cut up and 
burned their bodies.

Eatonton, Ga., July 21 @{(Special.)—In 
the face of’ the fact that we have the 
brightest prospect for a bountiful cotton 
Crop this county. has had: in. years is the 
further fact of impending disaster. The 
fields of waving, loading cotton present a 
Spectacle cheering and hopeful. Sugges- 
tions of peace and plenty come sweeping 
Over the minds of the weary toilers as 
they look out. upon the scene. But the 
Spell cannot Jast. A _ close, intelligent 
inspection of the hahging fruit brings to 
light the silent but threatening approach 
of death and destruction. May the ad- 
Vance of the monster in some way be 
averted, is the prayer of hundreds of 
@nxious tillers of the soil in this county. 

Anthracnose, that most destructive ene- 
my of the cotton plant, is abroad in the 
Jand. It will be remembered that last 
year it appeared in many localities of the 
state, and that great damage was sus- 
tained wherever it was found. While it 
is a new disease and but little understood, 
it has been noticed to a limited extent 
by one or two observant farmers in this 
county for the past ten years. 

While some years it would be very 

_Moticeable, in others it would apparently 
disappear. Until last year it has been 
very limited in scope and mild in char- 
acter. Last year, however, it presented 
@ most formidable front and was quite 
widely scattered. In several instances 
great damage was wrought. In one par- 
ticular, especially, that your correspond- 
ent recalls, the crops of cotton that prom-

hands of experts much Investigation, and 
“Mo little speculation, too, has been ex- 

pended, but as yet ft seems to be but 
little understood. It has been called a kind 
of fungus growth—a disease that resem- 
bles the brown rot or blight common to 
fruit trees. It is said to be the work of 
no insect. The conditions that are favor- 
‘uble to its development are practically 
unknown, for it has been known not to 
thrive one season under conditions that 
apparently favored it another year. Fer- 
¢tilizers seem to have nothing to do with 
it, pro nor con. Damp, low places that 
produce rank growth in cotton are no 
* more subject to the malady than up- 
lands, The character of the land plays 
no part. The different varieties of cotton, 
_ according to last year's experience, seem 
to be affected differently. The “New 

Era,” a variety considerably used in this 

county, seems to stand the ravages of 

the trouble better than other kinds. 

The agricultural department last year 
advised the farmers to secure their plant- 
ing seed from remote localities where the 

-@sease was unknown. This several par- 
ties in the county did, but without suc- 
 ¢ess. 

The first appearance of the malady is 
-@xactly as if the green boll had been 
‘gtung by an insect. A small puncture 
_ (wo it looks to the eye) in the outside hull 
of the boll is visible.

“that the outer covering of the cotton boll 
would first be attacked and consumed, 
but not so.

Volley Over Graves of 
Confederate Dead. 


SALUTE BARTOW’S MONUMENT 


Graves of Those Who Fell at First 
Battle of Manassas, Fought For- 
ty-One Years Ago Yester- 
day, Decorated by the 
Daughters, 


Quatetenee 


Savannap, Ga. July 21.—(Spectal.)— 
Forty-one years ago today the first bat- 
tle of Manassas was fought in Virginia, 
and the anniversary was observed in 
Savannah with appropriate marks of 
honor and respect for the confederate 
dead. No other battle than Manassas 
has its anniversary observed in - this 
Manassas is singled out because of 
the participation of the gallant Ogle- 
thorpe Light Infantry, the only Savan- 
nah command then at the front. This 
company left Savannah, in defiance of the 
orders of Governor Brown, to join the 
confederate forces in Virginia. Captain 
Francis S. Bartow, later promoted, was 
at the head of the company when it left 
for Virginia. 

Captain David C. Barrow was in com- 
mand of the Oglethorpes in this after- 
noon’s parade. The company was fifty 
strong, and presented an excellent ap- 
pearance on its march through the princi- 
pal streets. Frequently applause was 
rendered by the spectators gathered on 
the sidewalks. 

A feature of today’s parade that offer- 
ed for the first time was the halting of 
the company before the monument fre- 
cently erected by the confederate vet- 
erans, in Chippewa square, to General 
Bartow. Captain Barrow gave the com- 
mand ‘‘Present arms’ in honor of the 
gallant officer who fell on this day, 
forty-one years ago, and for a brief in- 
terval the company stood at the salute. 

From the Bartow monument the com- 
mand marched to the military parade 
ground, where the salute of three volleys 
in honor of the confederate dead was 
fired. Thence the march was to the 
quarters of the company, where a colla- 
tion was enjoyed, and where a veterans’ 
corps of the Oglethorpes was formed. 

The following are the surviving mem- 
bers of the Oglethorpe Light Infantry, 
who served with the company at the first 
battle af Manassas: W. S. Rockell, M. 
P. Usina, Louis Lippman, James Hunter, 
8. P. Goodwin, H. A. Crane, W. H. 
Bennett, J. H. Estill, B. Donovan, F. B. 
Bevill, all of Savannah; A. R. Tinsley, 
Macon; R. B. Sahdiford, Oxford; S. p 
Islar, Orangeburg, S. C.; S. J. McDonald, 
Darien; E. 8. Law, Thomasville; J. L. 
Martin, Wrightsville; B. M. Zettier, Ma- 
con, and E. N. Shell. Richmond, Va. 

One familiar figure that, almost in- 
variably, of recent years, was to be de- 
scried by the Oglethorpes, standing erect 
in a buggy, with head uncovered, was 
missed today. That was Judge Robert 
Falligent, who has passed to his rest 
and to his reward. Judge F@iligant, him- 
self a brave confederate, og the artillery 
branch, was for a number @f years after 
the war captain of the Og@&horpes. When 
he became too Infirm tH admit of his 
parading with the compary, he never 
failed, when in the city, to make his ap- 
pearance in his buggy upon the occasion 
of a Manassas anniversary. To point 
after point on the line of march he would 
be driven to await the coming of the 
company, which would always pass him 
at the magching salute. 

Savannah chapter of the Daughters of 
the Confederacy also paid tribute to the 
Manassas dead. In Laurel Grove ceme- 
tery lie the remains of the seven Ogie- 
thorpes who were killed at the first bat- 
tle of Manassas, and on the graves were 
deposited wreaths made by the Daugh- 
ters. The decorations were in charge of 
the memorial committee, of which Miss 
Rebecca Dupont is chairman. 

The following representatives of well- 
known Georgia and Savannah families 
were the killed; General Francis S. Bar- 
tow, Lieutenant v'ohn Branch, Bryan Mc- 
Queen Morel, George Butler, Thomas 
Purse, William Crane and Julius Ferrill. 

At the time of the battle, lines of com- 
munication southward were still intact, 
and the dreadful carnage of the war had 
but just ‘begun. Bodies of the killed 
could be transported to their homes.

There 
were six shots, two hitting Cockrill as he 
passed along Main street. James Cock- 
rill is a brother of Thomas Cockrill, 
whose trial in Breathitt county for killing 
Benjamin Harges has revived a desperate 
feudal war. 

Lexington, Ky., July 21.—James Cock- 
rill; who was shot at Jackson, Ky., today 
by unknown parties, was brought here 
tonight and taken to the Good Samaritan 
hospital. He was shot three times. There 
is small hope for recovery. He was met 
here by his cousin, ex-Congressman 
Thomas Y. Fitzpairick. It is said that 
the keys to the circuit court room at 
Jacksoa, from which the shots were fired, 
are in possession of a Harges man, the 
opposing faction to the Cockrills. 

The feud between the Cockrill and the 
Hargis factions has demoralized Breathitt 
county a long time. The officers, and 
even the courts, were held in°w”  ~""e and 
the governor has been repeatedly ap- 
pealed to for assistance. The shooting of 
Cockrill eoday from an upper window of 
the court house has caused as much local 
excitement for the time being as the 
shooting of Goebel from the upper story 
window of the state house at Frankfort 
almost three years ago. The factional 
feeling is intense. The friends of Cock- 
rill say the shooting was part of a con- 
spiracy on the part of Hargis men, and 
that they know who did the shooting and 
all who were in the conspiracy. 


RAINS CAME RATHER TOO LATE. 


Mississippi May Raise Fairly Good 
Cotton Crop, but Little Corn. 
Jackson, .Miss., July 21.—(Special.j— 
Good rains have visited several of the 
drought stricken counties in Mississippi 
during the past three days, and the situa- 
tion, which was daily growing more criti- 
cal to the farmers, has been partly re- 
lieved. In a few communities the down- 
pour was quite heavy and has greatly 

revived vegetation of all kinds. 

The season is yet sufficiently early g@or 
many conditions to arise that will cut 
short the cotton crop, but conservative 
crop experts are of the opinion that with 
normal weather for the next four months 
Mississippi's yield will compare -favora- 
bly with that of last year, and that the 
total output will be about 1,250,000 bales. 
The damage to cotton has been compara- 
tively smal] as compared with the wide- 
spread injury to the corn crop. 

The state has produced a good crop 
of hay and oats this year, the acreage 
of the latter being particularly large. The 
fall hay harvest will be very heavy.

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THEY HAVE THEIR PLATFORMS 


CONGRESSIONAL CANDIDATES 
IN MISSISSIPPI GIVE VIEWS. 


Four Interesting Districts Engaging 
Attention Just Now—Against 
Education of the Negro. 


Jackson, Miss., July 21.—(Special.}—The 
announcement of the candidacy of Hon. 
E. F. Noel for the office of governor is 
being discussed considerably in politica) 
circles, but has yet failed to attract at- 
tention from the masses, doubtless owing 
to the fact that the campaign is nearly 
a year ahead, and the most absorbing 
topic just now fs the congressional con- 
tests in the second, sixth, seventh and 
eighth districts. 

Mr. Noel’s candidacy, however, is of 
pecullar interest, owing to the two issues 
which will be embodied in his platform. 
He is the author of the new primary 
election law under which all party con- 
tests are to be settled In the future, 
and which {is to be given its first prac- 
tical test next month. If @he measure 
fails when submitted to a working test 
there is hardly any doubt that its repeal 
will be urged in the state campaign next 
year, and the author of the measure will 
be called upon to defend it. Mr. Noel is 
also the author of the elective judiciary 
amendments to the constitution which 
were declared unconstitutional by the su- 
preme court, and which he will again 
urge if the people should put him in the 
governor's office. These will be the prin- 
cipal planks of his platform. 

Major James K, Vardeman’s platform 
contains a plank agatnst the education 
of the negro,’ and this issue is likely to 
attract no small amount of attention on 
account of its novelty and the force with 
which it is being urged by its author. 

Attorney General McClurg and Hon. A, 
A. Kincannon, whose candidacy for gov- 
éernor is practically assured, have thus 
far declined to outline a platform, and 
it is not likely that they will make for- 
mal announcement ‘until early next year, 
although their friends have been energeti- 
cally at work for some time. A _ short 
time since Mr. McClurg gave expression 
of his opinion as to what issues will 
probably be involved In the gubernato- 
rial cam aign, but the article was in no 
sense a declaration of his platform. 

Prohibition Movement. 

The state organization of the prohibi- 
tion cause is being steadily pushed into 
every county in the state, and several! 
well known missfonarfes are engaged in 
the county organization work. The Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Unton fs tak- 
ing an active part and Miss Mary Rus- 
sell, the state organizer, will deliver a 
Series of addresses in open saloon coun- 
ties during the nel month, also visiting 
the communities where the blind tigers 
flourish in abundance. 

The prohibition movement, however {s 
strictly non-political and does not mean 
that the national prohibition ticket is 
likely to receive a larger vote at the 
next presidential election.

Norfolk, Va., July 21.—At Franklin, 
Southampton county, today a race riot 
was narrowly averted. Trouble occurred 
on a negro excursion train en route to 
Delaware park. When the train reached 
Franklin, an attempt was made to arrest 
the ringleade:, whose name was Johnson. 
Special] Officer Jones placed the negro 
under arrest. Johnson offered resistance 
and finally succeeded in getting away 
from the officer. No attention was paid 
to a command to halt. Johnson was shot 
down. 

All was then excitement. Negroes de- 
manded the life of Jones. Mayor Story 
ordered the Seventy-first regiment to be 
in readiness for any emergency. At 12:30 
o'clock this morning news was received 
to the effect that no further trouble was 
feared. The train was not allowed to 
stop in the town on its return.

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STEAM PUTS OUT 
OIL WELL FIRE 


People at Jennings, La., Wild 
With Joy Over Success of 
Experiment. 


NINE LARGE BOILERS WERE 
USED TO FURNISH STEAM 


Chemicals Were Not Used, Steam 
Doing the Work—How the Work 
* of Extinguishing the Flames 
Was Carried Out 
Yesterday. 


Jennings, La., July 21.—The oil well fire 
is out. The deed was done at 1:45 o’clock 
this afternoon. When the big crowd saw 
that the flames were checked it went wild 
with enthusiasm. Nine boilers of large 
capacity were set in the field to the 
northeast of the burning well. They were 
connected with two lines of 4-inch pipe. 
One of the lines was stationary and the 
other movable, so as to follow the flames. 
One man was stationed at each boiler to 
keep the steam pressure up to 125 pounds. 
It is estimated the combined boilers gave 
a@  225-horsepower force. Two 4-inch 
water lines were laid from the north 
with four 2-inch connections and fifty 
feet of hose on each connection and were 
so arranged ‘that the flames could be 
covered from the east, north and north- 
west. One of the pumps on the Jennings- 
Heywood oil syndicate well was used to 
force water and the other to force chem- 
icals. Each pump had 190 pounds press- 
ure. A man was stationed at each pump 
to keep the pressure up. The 4-inch pipe 
to carry the chemicals was run in from 
the north and had two 2-inch connections 
with fifty feet of hose attached to each 
connection. Jack Ennis, of Beaumont, 
was in charge. Just before the attempt 
he called the men together and gave each 
explicit instructions. The steam did the 
work, extinguishing the flames, which had 
been raging for a week. The chemicals 
did not have to be used. 


Placed on the Unfair List.

—The Central Labor Unton tonight placed 
the Chattanooga Electric railroad on the 
unfair list and declared a boycott on it 
by union labor and its sympathizers.

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The New Maine. 

The showing made by the new bat- 
tle ship Maine upon her bufiders’ trip 
has attracted widespread attention. 
The preliminary tests indicate that 
she promises considerably more than 
her contract speed of 18 knots; in- 
deed, that she will run close to 20 
knots—a speed hardly expected in 
battle ships, which have for the most 
part been slow-going, heavy-floating 
fortifications. on 

Naval experts point out that the 


new Maine shows a great advance 


over the old vessel of the same name 
which has played so important a part 
in recent history. The old Maine was 
built a decade earlier. Her successor 
serves to illustrate the progress in 
naval construction in that period of. 
time. In displacement and horse 
power the new vessel is nearly twice 
as great as the old one. The new 
Maine has twelve-inch guns, while the 
old one had ten-inch; the secondary 
battery of the new vessel is forty 
pieces, as against twenty-six. While 
the armor and deck plating of the two 
yessels is similar in extent, the re 
sisting power of the new armor is 
greater than that on the gallant ship 
that was sunk in Havana harbor. 
The Maine has a displacement of 
about one thousand tons greater than 
that of the Alabama, on the lines of 
which she was built. This is utilized 
in giving a greater bunker capacity, 
@ very valuable asset in a war ship. 
As compared with the vessels of 
other nations, the new vessels of the 
American navy show that our con- 
etructors aim to secure, on a smaller 
displacement, heavier batteries, great- 
er coal capacity and thicker armor. 
Theoretically the Maine, in offense 
and defense, is fairly equal to vessels 
of other navies of from 1,500 to 2,600 
tons greater displacement. As to 


practical fighting capacity, no figures:

It is perhaps one of -the campensa- 
tions of civilization that wealth and 
work ride the see-saw in this alternat- 
ing fashion. .It keeps the ambition of 
the masses stirred to emulation and 
at the same time prevents the leprosy 
of idle luxury to get a firm grip on 
the social body of the nation. The 
rich we will have with us always as 
well as the poor and we can safely 
trust to the providence in nature that 
elects the survival of the fittest to 
prevent stagnation at either end of 
the line.

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The Next Census. 

The prediction of General Merriam, 
director of the census, that the popula- 
tion of the United States, with its de- 
pendencies, will reach the one-hun- 
dred-million mark in 1910 does not 
seem an exaggeration. 

The 1900 census gave something 
over seventy-six millions. With Ha- 
wali, Porto Rico and the Philippines 
the total probably reaches eighty-eight 
millions. This means that General 
Merriam counts on a twelve-million 
growth during the present decade, and 
that seems conservative enough. 

Indeeu, this is nothing more than a 
normal growth. It does not take into 
consideration the continuance of the 
present heavy immigration, which 
gives no indications of falling off, nor 
does it allow for possible booms. 
There is every good reason, therefore, 
to expect that when the 1910 record is 
made up the gentleman from Minne- 
sota who is head of the permanent 
census bureau will be able to say “I 
told you so.” 

The establishment of the permanent 
census bureau is expected to bring 
important results. With the bureau a 
continuing institution, the work in all 
lines is likely to be better done than 
under the system that has prevailed, 
and an added value will be given‘ to 
census statistics. The work will not 
have to be done with a rush by a lot 
of temporary employees who have not 
the same inspiration to render their 
best services that is held by those in 
positions of permanent responsibility. 

General Merriam says he believed 
the next census can be taken at con- 
siderably less cost than that of 1900, 
which cost the government $12,000,- 
000. Eventually all of the statistical 
divisions of other departments will 
come under the census bureau and 
with -an economica] administratidn 
there should be a saving rather than 
an increased cost to the government.

Free Schools in the South. 


Exiitor Constitution: In an article on ‘Need 
of Education in the South,’’ published in The 
Constitution of July 4, the writer called atten- 
tion to the inadequate educational fa- 
cilities in the southern states and 
the great amount of flliteracy and 
crime. Now, I wish to contribute another ar- 
ticle on this all important subject. Caryle 
says: ‘It is the clearest duty, prescribed by 
Nature herself, under ellent but real and awful 
penalties, of governing persons in every society 
to see that the people, so far as possible, 
are taught—that wherever a citizen is born 
some chance be offered him of becoming a 
man. This is forever the duty of governors 
and persons of authority in human societies.’’ 
The state legislatures in the states of the 
south have the sole power of creating publle 
free schools within their limits. In those 
states where a reasonable system of public 
instruction does not exist it ta the duty, 
and will be the highest interest of such states 
to create and foster a system of pure, demo- 
cratic and republican education. Truly the 
condition of the southern states now calle very 
emphatically upon every state legislature to 
act on the proposition of free echools for the 
thasses as patriots and philanthropists. The 
alms should be to establish public free schools 
on every inhabited equare mile where they do 
not now exist. 

It has been promulgated, ‘‘What results do 
you expect from the establishment of public 
free schools in the south?’” We answer em- 
phatically that children are taught in these 
institutions what they most need in the world.

We answer, by 
taxation for school purposes. Says Nathan C. 
Shaiffer: ‘*‘Taxation for school purposes is 
now the accepted policy of every intelligent 
state. One of the highest tests of patriotism 
is found in a willingness to pay a just share 
of tax for the support of the government and 
the education of the people.’’ ‘The best meth- 
od of state taxation for school purposes con- 
sists In setting apart a millage of tax which 
cannot be diverted to other purposes, Argu- 
ments should be addressed to all southern tax- 
payers, designed to demonstrate that money 
expended in tthe right education of the masses 
ia the most consistent investment of public 
funds ever made. 

Mr. FE-ditor, the pecullar condition of the 
southern states makes this the fortunate time 
to unite all southern legislatures in one har- 
moniuocs movement for the great interests of 
public education.

a spirtt of Christian propaganda throughout 
It was a success. Miss Fleet's 
music is no hurried off-hand product, but «a 
complete, carefully erranged musical effort 
euch as a technical musician would produce 
for so special a purpose. It is the music used 
by the church over the British empire. ‘“‘Gran- 
deur of the words or vellum bound copy of the 
original’ is_no evidence in law. No claimant 
can do injustice to E. B. Fileet’s copyright; 
besides her voluntaries are known. Her varied 
musical talent ie shown in her song ‘Put 
Round the Bright Wine,’’ sung for a season 
at the Royal Haymarket theater by Mr. Pyne 
and sang today at the London city feasts and 
to be found in G. Thomson’s collection of 
national melodies. Miss Filest was organist 
at St. Botolph church, Bishopgate street, with- 
in the city of London. She dedicated this 
hymn by permission to the Most Rev. Charles 
Lord, archbishop of Canterbury, president of 
the society.

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ITS RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The official rules and regulations for the 
aeronautic contests at the world’s fair at 
St. Louis, U. 8. A., 1904, are interesting, 
As heretofore published, the Louisiana 
Purchase exposition has appropriated 
the sum of two hundred thousand dollars 
for an aeronautical competition and ex- 
hibition. Of this a sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars is offered as a grand 
prize, to be competed for and awarded 
under the rules and conditions herein- 
after prescribed. Fifty thousand dollars 
has been appropriated for minor and 
subsidiary prizes for competitions be- 
tween airships, balloons, airship motors, 
kites, etc. The remaining fifty thousand 
doliars is reserved for the expense inci- 
dent to the competition. 

The following rules and regulations 
being general in their character, such 
minor rules not inconsistent herewith as 
may be deemed necessary may be pro- 
mulgated as occasion may require. The 
rules and regulations governing compet!- 
tion for the grand prize of $100,000 follow: 

COMPETITORS AND ENTRIES. 

(a) The competition ts open to all, with- 
out limitation as to the power used ofr 
mechanical principles involved. 

(b) No applicant shall be admitted to 
the competition who does not present 
satisfactory evidence of having at some 
time made flight over at least a mile 


| course and return with a machine similar 


in principle to that which he proposes to 
use in the competition. The submission 
of this evidence may. be delgyed to within 
ten days of the first competitive trial, 
if reasonable cause for such delays seems 
to exist. The aeronautical jury may rule 
out, after due investigation, any machine 
deemed too hazardous to life. 

(c) All preliminary entries shall be con- 
sidered as confidential. 

(d) No vehicle shall be atimitted to the 
contest which requires any permanent 
and visible connection with the earth, 
or which is not absolutely free in its 
flight after the start is made. 

(e) As an evidence of good faith, an 
entrance fee of two. hundred and fifty 
(250) dollars will be required, which will 
be refunded when the exhibitor occupies 
the Space assigned him with an apparatus 
conforming to the rules. 

(f) Each vehicle shall carry at least 
one person during its flight. 

Il. GRAND AND MINOR PRIZES. 

(a) The competitor making the best 
average speed in strict accordance with 
these rules and regulations, provided that 
he has made the entire course three times 
at an average speed of not less than 
twenty miles an hour each time, shall 
be awarded the grand prise of one hun- 
dred thousand doHars, togefher with a 
suitable diploma, medal or certfficate, 

(b) There will be four minor prizes, 
consisting as follows: First prize, $2,500; 
second prize, $3,000; third prize, $2,000; 
fourth prize $1,500. These shall be 
awarded in order of speed to the four 
competitors coming nearest to the record 
of the winner of the grand prize, provided 
that each of them shall, at least, have 
made the full course three times, and each 
time at an average speed of at least ten 
miles an hour. Each winner of one of 
these prizes shall receive a _ suitable 
diploma, medal or certificate recording 
his achievement. 

III. THE COURSE. 

(a) The prescribed course will begin and 
end in the athletic amphitheater adjoin- 
ing the aeronautic stabling ground in the 
exposition inclosure. If for any reason 
this appears to be impracticable, the 
aeronautical jury may permit the start 
and finish to be from other parts of the 
aeronautic Iinclosure. 

(b) The course will be shaped like the 
letter L, one leg being the shorter and 
in full view from all parts of the ex- 
position grounds. It will be marked by 


» A-l, A-2 and A-3 in 


three captive balloons (at points marked 
diagram herewith). 
The starting point will be the angie B. 
The aeronaut shall have his choice of the 


‘@irection in which. to start, but he shall 


turn around the captive balloons A-2 
and A-3 in opposite directions, i. e., one to 


‘the right and the other.to the left. 


(c) The length of the entire course will 
not be less than ten miles (16 kilometers) 


‘nor more than fifteen miles (24 kilome- 


ters), reckoned in an air line from, center 
to center of the captive balloons; the ex- 
act length and direction being determined 
and accurately measured by the interna- 
tional jury having charge of the con- 
testa. 

IV. AWARD DETERMINED BY SPBRED. 

(a) The grand prize shall be awarded 
to the competitor whose average speed 
during his three fastest trips around the 
course shall be the greatest, acording to 
the rules and regulations. 

(b) Every competitor will have the 
privilege, at any trial, of passing over 
the course, without stopping, as many 
timee as he desires in a continuous 
flight, and in such case his time as re- 
corded by the judges shall be the average 
time in which he covers the full course, 
but this shall count as but one frip. 

(c) Every competitor shall make as 
many trials as he chooses, within the 
hereinafter prescribed dates. No trial 
will be considered by the judges, in 
which he does not go around the prfe- 
scribed course once, and the navigator 
must make during the period allotted for 
the contests at least three complete trips 
around the course. The average time 
made on each of his three best trips 
must be at the rate of at least twenty 
miles an hour, tIncluding the time con- 
sumed in the starting and landing, reck+ 
oned from the time that the vehicle parts 
free of the ground or starting stage, un- 
til his car again touches the earth within 
@ radius of fifty yards from the starting 
point without serious injury to either 
man or apparatus. 

(d) Each contestant’s official time shall 
be the average of the records of his three 
best trips. 

(e) The average speed of the machine 
shall be computed for the actual] air-line 
distance over the ground, making no al- 
lowance for the wind or deviations from 
straight lines to or from the captive 
balloons, 

V. TIME OF COMPETITIVE TRIALS. 

(a) The competitive flights must. take 
place between the ist day of June and 
the 30th day of September, 1904, inclusive. 
The specific weeks for the trials will be 
determined by the International jury, and 
announced in advance. Each competitor 
must take at least one trial within each 
of said weeks, but he may choose his 
own day or days, which must be days on 
which the exposition gates are open fo 
the public, and such choice must be an- 
nounced to the judges, before midnight 
of the day previous, so that announce: 
ments may be published in the morning 
papers. 

(b) The start must be made between 10 
o’clock a m. and sunset. 

(c) If on September 30 it shall appear 
that two or more competitors have made 
equal records, the jury ehall prescribe a 
further trial or trials under the same 
rules and regulations as have governed 
the preceding contests. 

(a) The successful competitor must give 
three exhibition flights after September 
30, but the award shall be in no way 
affected by the success or failure of such 
exhibitions. In order, however, to in- 
sure such exhibitions taking place, the 
exposition company may withhold 3 per 
cent of the total grand prize, and pay 
one-third of the amount thus withheld 
to the successful competitor after each 
ef said three exhibitions. 
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ARMY . POST TO BE. ENLARGED. 


Large Amount Will Be Spent by War 
Department. 

Washington, July 21.—A board of offi- 
cers, consisting of Major Generals Cor- 
bin and Young, Brigadier General Lud- 
ington, Lieutenant Colonel J. A. John- 
ston and Major George Ruhlen, was &p- 
pointed several weeks ago by the secre- 
tary of war to take into consideration the 
question of provision to be made for 
accommodations and shelter for troops 
returned from Cuba and the Philippine 
islands and to consider generally the con- 
struction of new buildings at posts 
throughout the United, States to accom- 
modate increased garrisons to be station- 
ed thereat. The board submitted its final 
report to the secretary of war, who has 
approved the recommendations submit- 
ted by it. The amounts given are those 
estimated to complete the construction of 
the various works, and while the allot- 
ments are made from the current appro- 
priations it ts not expected that the full 
amounts will be expended in all cases 
during the fiscal year. The allotments in- 
clude the following: 

For the construction of a new post for 
a regiment of cavalry at Chickamauga 
Park, Ga., $500,000; quarters at Fort Myer, 
Va., for the officers of two batteries field 
artillery, provision having already been 
made for the barracks, stables, gun 
sheds, etc., for these batteries, $60,000. 

The board also took into consideration 
the construction of new buildings at many 
of the coast artillery on the Atlantic 
seaboard, on the gulf and at the mouth 
of the Columbia river and of some of the 
inland points for cavalry and artillery, 
where additional buildings are needed to 
accommodate the increased garrisons. 

It has been decided to proceed at once 
with the preparations of plans and specl- 
fications for the necessary buildings at 
the new posts and at the posts to-be en- 
lurged and to invite bids for their con- 
struction, but ft is contemplated to place 
only a part of the work at other places 
under contract at present. The work 
that probably will receive first considera- 
tion will be the new post to be estab- 
lished at Chickamauga Park.

WITHOUT A QUIVER 


Ooomed Man Went to His 
‘Death at 11:05 O'Clock 
Yesterday, = 


PEABCE’S SLAYER DECLARED 
HE HAD MADE HIS PEACE 


Fifteen Minutes After the Drop Fell 
Life Was Extinct and Body 
Was Cut Down—His Neck 
\ Was Broken by the 

f4: Ball. 


With his last glance fixed on the morn- 
ing sunlight, his features beaming with 
a smile of peace, W. R. Wells yesterday 
paid the death penalty on the Tower 
gallows for the murder of Frederick 
Pearce, 

Wells mounted the grim instfument of 
feath without a tremor and met his fate 
without displaying the slightest sign of 
emotion or nervousness. He exhibited a 
remarkable show of nerve and courage. 

The drop fell at 11:% o’clock and at 
11:20, fifteen minutes later, Wells was 
pronounced dead. His neck was broken 
and he died without a struggle. There 
was not the quiver of a muscle noticeable 
from the time the trap was sprung until 
the body was cut down. 

Wells made no statement on the gal- 
lows, but deriared that he had made his 
peace with his Maker. He appeared per- 
fectly resigned and throughout the pain- 
ful ordeal, while the preparations were 
being made for his death, he remained 
cool, 

The doomed man passed his last night 
on earth comfortably and slept well. He 
slept from about 9:30 o’clock until 1 
o'clock, at which time he awoke. A 
few moments Inter he dozed again and 
remained asleep unti! 5:39. when he arose. 
He greeted the death watch cheerfully 
and engaged him in pleasant conversza- 
tion. He talked on various subjects an4 
appeared. to greatly enjoy this pastime. 

At 7 o'clock breakfast was carried to 
the condemned man, but he ate very lit- 
tle. He drank ua cup of coffee and ate 
some rice and fruit. Mrs. Fain, wife of 
Jailer J. J. Fain, had been sending fruit 
frequently to Wells during the past few 
days and this he greatly enjoyed. To the 
death watch Wells expressed his thanks 
and gratitude to the jali officials and 
especially to Mrs. Fain for their many 
kindnesses 

His Wife’s Goodby. 

Shortly after 7 o’clock Mrs. Wells and 
four of her children appeared at the fail 
‘ta bid. husband. and father a last sad 
goodby. Tho parting in the cell was a 
most affecting scene and visibly touched 
those who witnessed it. Wells embraced 
his wife and children, and the sight as 
he clung to them and as they all wept 
was intensely pathetic. 

One of the most affecting scenes of 
the parting was a prayer by Mrs. Lizzie 
Henry, the eldest daughter, for mercy 
for her father. The sorrowing woman 
told hef father she wanted to pray for 
kim, and the little gathering knelt. The 
appeal that came from the depths of the 
daugnhter’s aching heart was earnest, elo- 
quent and touching. Almost perfect stil)!- 
mess reigned about the prison corridor 
as the prayer was uttered. 

After Mre, Wells and the children left 
the jail the wife returned and requested 
to again be aliowed to see her husband. 
She conversed with him again and a 
second goodby was said. The first visit 
lasted for about an hour, but Mr’. Wells 
remained in the Tower only a few min- 
utes the second time. 

Dr. W. C. Fisher, the county physi- 
cian, who had become very much inter- 
ested in Wells, visited him in his cef) 
during the morning. He conversed freely 
with Dr. Fisher and declared to him that 
he was prepared for the end. 

Wells Ready To Die. 

“ft am ready to <ie,” said the doomed 
man. “I have got the grace of God and 
I feel as if I wae only going into a 
sleep.”’ 

At 10 o’clock Welis was shaved and 
given a bath. He was then dressed in 
This suit 
he wore on the gallows and it was also 


_ ‘Sgpis burial clothes. 


Old “Uncle Richard,” the aged negro, 
who formerly worked with Weils and 
who prayed for him in the Tower Sun- 
day morning, called at the jail and spent 
the greater part of the morning with 
the condemned mun. He offered earnest 
prayer in the cell and seemed to be much 
affected. The old, gtay-haired darky’s 
devotion to Wells was totuching. 

Throughout his last hours Wells main- 
tained his cheerful demearor and ¢con- 
versed with those in the cell. The pray- 
ers and songs of praise appeared to 
pring him much joy. 

Before 10 o'clock people, led by morbid 
curlosity, began to collect on Butler 
street in front of the Tower and by il 
o'clock a great crowd, composed of both 
whites and blacks and among which 
were many boys, had gathered in the vi- 
‘“inity of the prison. An officer had been 

from the police station and he pa- 
led the street in front of the jail, 
ping the crowd on the opposite side- 
ik. The curious crowd, of course, 
ld not see the hanging, but the know!-

MADE TO DEATH WATCH 
“I bad been praying and the devil 

told me to kill myself. I walked to 

the fron bars and started to butt 
my brains out, when a small voice 
told me not to do that. I yielded, 
and the devil again told me to kill 
myself. I was in the act of strik- 
ing my héad against the bars when 
the same voice again told me not 
to do that. I then walked back to 
where I had been praying, and it 
seemed to me as though the sun 
had come from behind a cloud. 
“Now, nothing could ever per- 
suade me to kill myself. I know 
that ts one thing that is prohibited 
and I am going to heaven. I am 
giad to have you here with me, but 
if there was no one to watch me, 

I would never try to end my own

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ing the body passed out of the side en- 
trance of the Tower into the street and 
started to the undertaking establishment, 
a crowd of men and boys fell in be- 
hind and followed it. A mounted police- 
man rode directly in the rear of the wag- 
On to keep the crowd back. 
Removed to Murderer’s Row. 

At 10:35 o’clock Sheriff Nelms, accom- 
panied by Deputy Sheriff A. J. Shrop- 
Shire, arrived at the Tower and stopped 
in the office. Five minutes later Sheriff 
Nelms sent word to the cell by Jafler 
Fain for the religious services to begin, 
as he had. decided to carry out the sen- 
tence of the court at 11 o’clock. Wells 
was then removed from the cell on the 
fourth floor to a cell in murderer's row, 
which adjoins the gallows room. 

Religious services were conducted there 
by Rev. J. 8. Goodwin, the Tower chap- 
lain, whom Wells had requested to be 
with him during his last hour. Several 
Songs were sung and fervent praver of- 
fered. The aged darky, ‘‘Uncle Richard,” 
also led in prayer. The services were 
brief, but impressive. 

At five minutes to 11 o’clock Sheriff 
Nelms and those who were to witness 


the execution went back into the prison 


and up to the condemned cell. Those 
in the room at the time of the hanging 
were Sheriff Nelms, Jailer Fain, Deputy 
Sheriff Avery Chastain, Inside Jailer 
Comstock, Rev. J. 8. Goodwin, Dr. W. 
C. Fisher, Dr. C. E. Hall, F. A. Hilburn 
and Paul Coker, a brother in law of 
Wells, | 

A few minutes later Wells was led 
from the cell through a doorway into the 
gallows room. He walked with a firm 
step and mounted the gallows unassisted. 
Dr. Nelms told him to stand on the trap, 
and the condemned man promptly took 
his position there. As Wells stepped onto 
the gallows he shook hands with the 
sheriff. 

“Wells, I am sorry at this calamity 
that has befallen you,’’ said Sheriff 
Nelms. 

“So am I sorry, but I am prepared to 
meet my Maker,’’ responded the doomed 
man, and smiled. 

His Brief Statement. 

The sheriff then asked Wells if he de- 
sired to say anything. 

“Only ‘this, Khe repHed, “I waht to meet 
you all in a better land.” 

“We'll all be coming on after a while,” 
said the sheriff. 

Wells replied: “Well, I want to mect 
you all.” 

Jailer Fain handcuffed Wells’ hands hbe- 
hind him and tied them. Jaller Comstock 
then fastened a rope about the upper 
portion of the arms and tied the knees 
and - ankles together. Deputy Sheriff 
Chastain adjusted the rope about Wells’ 
neck, placing the knot under the left 
ear. During these trying proceedings 
Wells never once fiinched. 

Sheriff Nelms asked Rev. Mr. Goodwin 
if he desired to say anything, and the 
minister offered a short prayer, during 
which Wells stood with bowed head. The 
words of the minister were accompanied 
by weeping on his part. 

As Sheriff Nelms was in the act of 
placing the black cap over Wells’ head, 
he stopped, and said: 

“Wells, old fellow, take your last look 
at the sunéhine.”’ 

The condemned man raised his eyes, 
and for half a minute glanced out through 
the iron bars into the beauty of the 
bright Suly morning and a smile over- 
spread his features. While this pleasant 
expression was on his face, the black 
cap was slipped in place, forever shut- 
ting out from the condemned man the 
light of the world. 

Sheriff Presses the Lever. 

Sheriff Nelms stepped back and placed 
his hand on the trigger lever. ‘Good- 
by,” said he, and pressed the lever. The 
trap doors parted suddenly and Wells’ 
body shot downward 5 feet. The body 
hung still, and there was no struggle or 
convulsion. Death was practically in- 
Stantaneous, although the pulse beats 
continued for several minutes. 

Seven minutes after the drop fell Sheriff 
Nelms placed his ear over Wells’ heart 
and announced that {t was still beating. 
Eight minutes later he and the doctors 
made another examination, and no pulse 
beat couki be heard. The physicians 
then announced that death had ensued. 
Wells had satisfied the majesty of the 
law with the forfeit of his life. 

The body was then cut down and re- 
moved to the undertaking parlors of 
Hilburn & Poole, on East Hunter street, 
where it was prepared for burial. 

The funeral occurred yesterday after- 
noon. The body was interred in the 
burying ground at Nances Creek Prim- 
itive Baptist church, on the Peachtree 
road, about 15 mileg from. the city. 

The hanging of Wells was an espectal. 
ly sad duty for Sheriff Nelms. During his 
race for the office of sheriff Wells had 
been an ardent supporter of Dr. Nelws. 
Not only did he vote for Dr. Nelms, but 
he worked for him and used his efforts 
to get others to vote for him. 

“While, of course, it was a matter of 
duty,” said the sheriff yesterday after- 
noon, “still I felt it as a hardship to 
have to still the pulse of the hand that 
helped to elevate me to the position that 
compelled me to hang him.” . 

It developed yesterday that Wells had 
twice thought of committing suicide since 
being sentenced to death. He told Wiley 
Roberts, one of the death watches, that 
the devi] had tried to persuade him to 
kill himself as a means of ridding him- 
self of trouble. . 

The crime for which Wells was hanged 
was committed on February 1. Wells 
and Frederick Pearce became involved in 
an altercation on Decatur street, near

City Fathers Tum Depot Fight 
Into Another Channel 


Under Resolution of Alderman La- 
Hatte, the State Railroad Com- 
mission Will Be Asked To 
Make Railroads Furnish 
Adequate Depots. 


The city councl] has at last tackled the 
depot problem through the state depot 
commission. Alderman M. T. LaHatte, 
who introduced the resolution at the 
meeting of council yesterday afternoon, 
stated that he believed_it would result 
in Atlanta getting a new depot, and the 
resolution was passed without a dissent- 
ing vote. Councilman Kontz wanted the 
resolution referred to the committee on 
manufactures, statistics, freight rates 
and transportation or the special depot 
committee, but the motion was voted 
down, 

Following is the resolution: 


By Alderman Lahatte: 

Whereas, the present union depot as main- 
tained by the ratlroads in the city of Atlanta 
is too small and Illy arranged to accommo- 
date the traveling public and by reason of 
this lack of accommodation there is daily an 
increasing danger of loss of life or limb by the 
patrons thereof, and the large crowds massifig 
therein during the busy hours cannot be safe- 
ly or expeditiously handled and are com- 
pelled to hunt out their coaches among a con- 
fusing number of shifting trains; and 

Whereas, the number of trains entering said 
depot daily is too large to be served with the 
tracks and space therein, and hence the dif- 
ferent roads have no established tracks upon 
which to stand their trains, whereon travelers 
may expect to find the cars of such roads, but 
said railroads use the different tracks as the 
changing circumstances may require; and 

Whereas the space in said depot is consumed 
with tracks and there is not sufficient room 
left for the safe and convenient passage of the 
public, and, in addition to the limited space 
left to the public, said railroads crowd the 
public theregn with trucks, employees and 
express carts, until a use of said depot is not 
only inconvenient but thoroughly unsafe and 
dangerous; and 

Whereas, for the reasons above stated the 
various railroads entering said city are fre- 
quently compelled to discharge and receive 
their passengers in an exposed and crowded 
space on the south side of the depot, and at 
other times, owing to the congestion of trains 
and people under the depot and on the side 
tracks, the railroads are compelled to dis- 
charge and receive passengers in the railroad 
yards on the west and on the east, respec- 
timely, of the depot; and 

Whereas the location and construction of said 
depot ig such that it serves as a basin for the 
surrounding territory and in times of rains is 
fiooded with surface water and the traveling 
public in addition to the troubles enumerated 
— wade through water to reach their trains; 
and, 

Whereas, these facts are of established and 
notorious reputation, and have become the 
subject of ridicule and jest throughout the 
state and are a constant source of annoyance, 
inconvenience, danger and damage to the citi- 
zens of Atlanta and the traveling public; and 
said depot is a structure fraught

Resolved by the mayor and general council 
of the city of Atlanta, That a committee of 
five be appointed from this body whage duty 
it shall be to prepare and present to the rall- 
road commission of the state of Georgia a 
ecmplaint embodying the facts above stated, 
and petitioning that honorable body to require 
the various railroads entering this city to es- 
tablish and maintain such passenger building 
or buildings as the conditions of thése rail- 
roads justify, and as the public comfort and 
convenience demand and require. 

Be it further resolyed, That this general 


r council does not intend or undertake by the 


foregoing? resolution to recommend or desire to 
have any action taken which will in any way 
impair the contract of the state of Georgia 
over the Atlanta terminal of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, or in any way jeopardize 
the present ownership thereof, or the market 
value of said railroad property. 


Resolution Is Adopted. 

Alderman LaHatte made a short talk 
In which he stated that he thought the 
resolution ought to pass, and that it was 
the right way to get at the depot ques- 
tion. He stated that Mr. Spencer was 
more than anxious to kill the present 
plan of having a depot, and that the 
governor was more than willing to have 
it killed. He said that the state had been 


dickering with the matter long enough, 
and it was now time for the city to take 
a hand and see what she could do for 
herself. He called attention to the fact 
that other cities had gotten new depots 
by calling on the railroad commission, 
and that Atlanta had neglected her op- 
pottunities too long. 

Councilman Kontz moved that the pa- 
per be sent to the special depot commit- 
tee of which Councilman Beck is chair- 
man. He was pleased with the way Mr. 
Beck's committee had handled the matter 
and he thought a new committee was 
unnecessary. Alderman LaHatte did not 
accept the substitute, but on the-contra- 
ry said that he -wanted his resolution 
passed. He said that to send it to a 
committee would be only to shelve it for 
another two weeks, and may be to kil] it 
forever, and he thought the time to pass 
it was the present. On the motion of Mr. 
Kontz to send the paper to Councilman 
Beck’s committee the ayes and nays 
were called and Councilman Kontz wag 
the only one who voted for his motion 
Councilman Beck asked to be excused 
from voting, which the council @id on 
a vote, 

The LaHatte resolution as given above 
was then adopted by unanimous. vote, 
and Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson appoint- 
ed the following special committee to 
carry out the provisions of the paper: 

Alderman LaHatte, chairman: Alder- 
man Woodward, Councilmen Howell, Reed 
and Beck. As soon as the mayor signs 
the paper Alderman LaHatte will call 
his committee together,

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BIGGERS TELLS WHY 
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HE KILLED SIMPSON

Young Man Declares He Was 
Justified in. Shooting Mail 
Carrier, 


——— 


TRIAL IS HOW ON BEFORE 
JUDGE FOSTER IN EARKEST 


Court Room Was Packed Yesterday 
While Youthful Prisoner Read 
His Statement to the Jury. 
Wife and Mother at 
His Side. 


Willis R. Biggers, the young architect | 
who is now on trial for his life before 
Judge F. E. Foster in the criminal di- 
vision of the Fulton superior court, charg- 
ed with the murder of William H. Simp- 
son, a mail carrier, went on the stand 
at 4:20 o'clock yesterday afternoon and 
told the jury how and why he shot the 
man to death. His whole plea was that 
of justification. 

He said that for a long time Simpson 
had circulated damaging stories concern- 
ing the character of Mrs. Biggers, wife 
of the prisoner, and had time and again 
insulted her and members of the family. 
Young Biggers declared he had repeated- 
ly asked the mail carrier to stop spread- 
ing rufmors relative to thg family, and 
that Simpson, on more than one occa- 
sion, had drawn a revolver, at the same 
time questioning the right: of the young 
man to say aught in deferise of his wife. 

According to Biggers, a time came 
when patience ceased to be a virtue, and 
fie determined to have a final under- 
standing with Simpson. He admitted 
arming himself, but explained that he 
did so rather to avoid trouble than to 
invite it. He said he thought that Simp- 
son seeing him with a shotgun would 
consent to talk the matter over peace- 
ably. He told of seeing the maftl carrier 
approaching along Crew street in his 
mail cart. Biggers sald he called to him 
and asked if he had made a certain 
statement regarding Mrs. Biggers. 

Biggers Tells of Fight. 

With an oath, said the young man, 
Simpson acknowledged the truth of the 
étatement as outlined in the question and 
drew his pistol. Biggers said he rushed 
at Simpson and that the ietter carrier 
then opened fire on him. Simpson, so 
says Biggers, got out of the cart and 
the two grappled, both fighting for the 
possession of Simpson’s revolver. The 
young man asserts that when Simpson 
jerked the weapon away he pulled his 
own pistol and fired., As soon as he saw 
that the shots had taken effect and 
Simpson fell he picked up the carrifer’s 
revolver and started for the home of 
Officer Phillips in order to give him- 
self up. He says he saw Phillips, ap- 
proaching and told him all that had oc- 
curred, 

‘IT never intended taking a human life,” 
said Biggers in concluding his statement, 
‘but I did tntend confronting the man 
who had slandered my wife to demand 
that he cease defaming me and mine. He 
fired the first shot and I only did what 
any other man would have done under 
the circumstances.” 

Biggers ha! written out his statement 
and read it in a clear tone. Not once 
did his voice falter. The utmost silence 
prevailed in the court room, which was 
densely packed, and not one word uttered 
by the prisoner was lost. He seemed 
perfectly at ease and made not the slight- 
est attempt to appear dramatic. In be- 
ginning his statement he said he had re- 
duced to writing what he wished to say, 
so that he would not leave out anything. 
He began by telling of his marriage in 
1898 and explained that when he moved 
to his Crew street house Simpson did 
not reside in the neighborhood. 

Later, he said, the mafl carrier moved 
into the house next door and his ac- 
quaintance with Simpson began when the 
letter carrier asked him why he did not 
kill a cat which belonged to a family 
living in an adjoining house. Biggers 
stated that afterwards Simpson killed 
one of his chickens and threw the dead 
fowl in. Biggers’ mother in law’s face. 
He said Simps@n soon got so he delivered 
his mail by either throwing it in Mrs 
Bigger’s face or else at her feet. One 
night he came home and found his wife 
in tears. She would not tell him the 
cause, except to say that damaging ru- 
mors concerning her were being circu- 
lated, 

Called on Simpson. 

Biggers said he learned that Simpson 
was the author of these statements, and 
he went to the mail carrier and asked 
him if such was a fact. Simpson, so 
stated the young man, admitted the 
charge, and, drawing his pistol, demand- 
ed to know what Biggers intended doing. 
Biggers said he was unarmed at the time 
and could do nothing under the circum- 
stances. On another occasion, after he 
had heard of similar rumors, he called 
on Simpson, who met him at the door, 
pisto] in hand. Frequently the young 
architect was compelled to leave the city 
on business for his employer and upon 
his return from Jacksonville, Fia., his 
wife told him his letters to her had been

| tampered with. He discovered that one 


of the letters had been opened and then 
resealed. 

The young man then told of a petition 
that Simpson got up to have the Biggers 
family moved from the neighborhood. 
The mail carrier, he said, charged that 
a disorderly house was being run. In the 
recorder’s court, so Biggers stated, the 
petition was withdrawn by Simpson’s 
attorney, and he hoped that the matter 
had come to an end, 

The statement was a lengthy one and 
considerable time was consumed in the 
reading. When Biggers finished and came 
down from the stand Solicitor Hill stated 
he would introduce some rebuttal testi- 
mony today and Attorney Arnold an- 
nounced closed for the defense. After tho 


state’s testimony in rebuttal is heard the [ 


argument in the case will begin. Attor- 
ney R. B. Blackburn will open for the 
defense, then Attorney Alex Stephens, 
for the prosetution,. will speak; next the 
solicitor general will argue the case for 
the state and Attorney Reuben Arnold, 
Jr., will conclude for the defense, 

Judge Foster, presiding officer of the 
Ocmulgee circult, is presiding tn the ab- 
sence of Judge John S. Candler, who is 
enjoying a vacation in the north. The 
trial has attracted much attention, the 
court room being crowded all day. A 
number of ladies were attentive listeners 
to the proceedings yesterday. Young 
Biggers’ mother, wife and several near 
relatives were all in court and displayed 
the liveliest interest in the trial. Con- 
siderable time was consumed in securing 
a jury to try the case. 

The introduction of evidence began after 
lunch. Dr. W. C. Fisher, county phy- 
sician, was the first witness for the state. 
He described the wounds found on Simp- 
son’s body after the dead man had been 
taken to the undertaker’s. He said one 
bullet entered the right temple and ranged 
around the forehead, being taken out at 
the nasal bone. Another had entered the 
left side, and passing close to the heart, 
protrudeg from the skin near the right 
side. Two wounds were found on the right 
arm close together. A small bruise was 
found on the collar bone, 

Dr. Fisher Testifies. 

Dr. Fisher thought the wound in the 
head would have caused paralysis and 
that after receiving it Simpson would 
have lost control of his powers. On cross- 
examination the witness said Simpson 
and Biggers were about the same height. 
A lively spat ensueq between Mr. Arnold 
and Mr. Hill, both of whom asserted that 
the other had been guilty of making im- 
proper remarks within the hearing of the 
jury.

He cautioned 
the attorney and solicitor about making 
side remarks relative to the case which 
might be heard by the jury. 

Mrs. A. T. White said she was walking 
on Ormond street when the shooting took 
place. She was between 2% and 30 yards 
away from the scene of the killing. It 
was about 7 o’clock in the morning of 
June 12 when she heard the first shot. 
When she looked up, her attention being 
attracted by the firing, she saw two men 
running from the sidewalk toward an- 
other man, who was in a cart in the 
street. She declared Biggers ran up and 
pulled Simpson out of the vehicle. The 
two men struggled and she heard twa 
to the 
ground. The fight, she explained, took 
place in a deep cut in the streét. 

On the cross-examination she was asked 
to tell by comparison how far she was 
from the scene of the shooting, and in 
answer to Mr. Arnoild’s request to look 
at the chamber of commerce, she said 
she did not come into court to look at 
buildings. On the redirect examination 
the witness said the smoke she saw after 
hearing the first shot came from the dai- 
rection of a large oak tree at the side of 
the street and not from where she saw 
Simpson in his cart. Mrs. J. D. Leather- 
man saiq she was on her front porch 
when Biggers and Sterne passed by that 
fata] morning. Biggers, she said, had 
something in his hand, but she did not 
remember to have seen a gun. After the 
shooting she ran downethe street and saw 
Simpson lying in the road. He knew her 
when she spoke because he tried to make 
signs with his hand. She said her hus- 
band wis a mail carrier. 

ae: atherman made practically the 
same statement as his wife, except that 
he did not go to the scene of the killing. 
He heard five shots. Call Officer J. E. 
Chandler and several other witnesses 
then testified, but did not throw any new 
light on the @ase. The state then offered 
the shot gun, two pistols and cartridges 
as evidence. Mr. Hill announced that the 
state rested its case and Biggers and his 
lawyers then withdrew to one of the jury 
rooms for consultation. Upon their return 
Biggers went on the stand and made his 
statement. 

How Trial Began. 

In half an hour after court convened 
yesterday morning at 9 o’clock the four 
panels of jurors were completed, and at 
9:30 o'clock Solicitor General Hill an- 
nounced the first case scheduled for trial, 
that of W. R. Biggers and H. I. Sterne 
charged with the killing of Mail Carrier 
Wiliam Simpson. The sheriff was in- 
structed to bring the two prisoners into 
the court room and Mr. Hill announced 
that Attorney Alex Stephens would be 
associated with him in tthe prosecution. 
Attorney Reuben Arnold, Jr., stated the 
defense would be represented by Arnold 
& Arnold, R. B. Blackburn and Harvey 


Hill. 

After the state’s witnesses had been 
called Mr. Hill said the two cases would 
be separated and Biggers would be the 
first to be tried. Mr. Arnold then asked 
that Sterne, who is in very feeble health, 
be allowed to retire from tthe court room 
to another room, where he could lie down, 
This request was granted and both sides 
then announced ready. 

By the time the prisoner was brought 
into court the room was crowded, many 
ladies occupying chairs on the side of the 
housé on which the prisoners’ room is 
located. Young Biggers, freshly shaved 
and apparently at his ease, sat at his 
counsel’s table by the side of his mother, 
whom he fanned at times during the prog- 
ress of the trial. About the same table 
were seated his wife and relatives. His 
brother, Dr. Terry Biggers, occupied a 
chair outtside the court railing. During 
the selection of the jury, the youthful 
looking prisoner eagerly scanned the face 
of each juror. Frequently he aided his 
attorneys in passjng upon jurors. Before 
the examination of witnesses began, Mrs. 
Biggers, wife of the accused, changed 
her. chair and took a seat at the side of 
her husband. 

The four regular panels were exhausted, 
ten jurors having been secured from that 
number. Judge Foster instructed the 
sheriff to send this deputies out and 
summon twenty-four tales jurors. When 
the first twelve of these took seats in the 
box, tthe case proceeded. 

About 12 o’clock ithe las juror had been 
selected. The jury which will pass upon 
the Biggers case is composed of the fol- 
lowing named men:

Capitalized at $200,000. 


ONLY ONE CANCELLATION 


This Fact Is Regarded as a Display 
of Confidence by People in Home 
Institutions. 


Comptroller General Wright yesterday 
gave his official approval to the applica- 
tion of the Atlanta Home Insurance Com- 
pany for permission to reduce its capital 
etock from $500,000 to $200,000. 

Connected with this action there is an 
interesting story which shows the cohfi- 
dence which the people of Georgia have 
in home institutions. 

Under the law the company was com- 
pelled to give all its policy holders the 
opportunity to surrender their policies in 
view of the desired reduction in its cap- 
ital stock. In accordance with this pro- 
vision of the law, notice was given by 
advertisement for thirty days in five of 
the leading newspapers of the state. Pol- 
icy holders were notified that any who 
might desire to do so could cancel their 
policies on account of this reduction an: 
that they would receive pro rata rates in- 
stead of short rates provided request for 
cancellation was made before yesterday, 
the date set for the comptroller general’s 
action. 

The company has something like ten 
thousand policies in Georgia, perhaps 
more. The advertisements were in news- 
papers published in different sections of 
the state and the fullest possible notice was 
given of the opportunity for cancellation. 
In addition to this, the insurance press 
had widely commented upon the proposed 
action of the Atlanta Home. and agents 
of other companies are always active in 
taking advantage of possible opportuni- 
ties to induce cancellation on the part of 
policy holders with an eye to the business 
thus presented. 

In view of these facts, ft is regarded 
remarkable that there should have been 
Notification of this 
was received on Saturday, just before the 
expiration of the time within which the 
privilege of cancellation at pro rata rates 


was accorded. 


Comptroller General Wright considers 
this not only a tribute to the confidence 
felt by policy holders in the manage- 


ment of the company’s affairs, but to the 


loyalty of the people to home institu- 
tions. 

It is stated as an interesting fact that 
the only cancellation came from the 


Cffices of the Georgia Railway and Elec- 
tric Company. 


MAYOR'S VETO IS OVERRIDDEN. 


Council Decides To Send Delegates to 
the Municipal 
Convention. 
By a vote of nine to one council vester- 
day afternoon passed the resolution ap- 
propriating $300 to defray the expenses of 
delegates to the meeting of the League 
of American Municipalities over the veto 
of the mayor. This resolution was passed 
at the last meeting of the council and 
provided that the money be taken from 
the contingent fund. The mayor vetoed 
it and gave as his principal reason that 
there was not that much money in the 
fund, but stated that he did not favor the 
paper under any circumstances. When 
the paper came up yesterday Alderman 
Welch, who introduced it, stated that he 
wanted to set himself right about nam- 
ing the contingent fund. He stated that 
he had made inquiries before he intro- 
duced the paper and was informed that 
there was that much money in the fund. 
Councilman Reed then moved to pass the 
resolution, notwithstanding the veto of 
the mayor. ' 

The yeas and nays were called, and 
when Councilman Kontz was reached he 
asked if he could have time to ask a 
question of the city comptroller, who was 
in the room. This he did, and while he 
did not say so, it is supposed that he in- 
quired if there was $300 in the contingent 
fund. His vote in favor of passing the 
resolution indicated that there was that 
much in the fund, as he is chairman of 
the finance committee. The veto was 
overridden by a vote of nine to one, Coun- 
cilman Warren voting in the nega- 
tive. As it was a question of expending 
the city money council only voted. 

The bill for a reward of $500 for the 
capture and conviction of the murderer of 
Policeman DeBray was presented and 
sent to the finance committee. The bill 
comes from Patrolman Lucke and Mar- 
shal Ryan, of Oakland City. Several 
members of council stated yesterday that 
they would not vote for the payment of 
the money, as it was in violation of a 
city ordinance to pay one of the city offi- 
cers any reward. Sections 1689 and 1690 
of the city code cover the matter, and it 
is not likely that Patrolman Lucke will 
receive the part of the reward claimed 
by him. 

An ordinance was introduced from the 
board of firemasters prescribing the man- 
ner in which chimneys should be buil: 
in frame houses. It was passed. 

An effort to change the name of one end 
of Harris street to Tabernacle place 
caused a lively debate and opposition 


Glass, who introduced the ordinance, was 
not present it was sent back to the com- 


mittee. 

An ordinance was passed condemning 
the sidewalks on Peters street and order- 
ing that hexagon blocks be placed down 
by the property owners. 

Councilman Beck introduced an ordi- 
nance which imposes a heavy fine upon 
any cab driver who takes a person with 
a contagious disease in his cab. The 
paper was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee. 

The ordinance that comes up every year 
but never gets passed increasing the pay 
of the policemen and the firemen came 
yesterday from Councilman Kontz. The 
ordinance provides that the pay of patrol- 
men be $65 a month. Councitiman Longino 
offered an amendment making it $75. 

Alderman Woodward offered an amend- 
ment providing that the pay of the fire- 
men also be $15 a month. The ordinance, 
along with the amendments, was sent to 
the salary committee without any debate. 

In the absence of a minister at the 
opening of the session Mayor Pro Tem 
Johnson called on Alderman Welch for 
the opening prayer, and the alderman re- 


sponded.

IN THE COURTS. 


Wants Deed Set aside. 

Charging his nephew, Stephen N. Jett, 
with taking advantage of his age and 
enfeebled mind to get possession of cer- 
tain property in the county, D. F. 
Wright, through his attorney, L R. 
Ray, yesterday filed a bill in the supe- 
‘rior court asking that the deed which he 
lsigned August 3, 1900, In ‘favor of his 
nephew, be declared void and that the 
land and other froperty thus conveyed be 
turned back to him. 

He-alleges that on the date mentioned 
he was 71 years old, weak and distressed 
in mind. He states that fe was then c4r- 
ing for an invalid and idiotic son and had 
some property in the county. He de- 
clares that this nephew and his wife 
planneq to get possession of the land 
and offered to take good care of him 
and the son provided the land was deeded 
to the nephew. He admits having signed 
the transfer, but alleges that Jett did not 
carry out his pa€t of the contract. 

The plaintiff asserts that the nephew 
faileg to provide him with proper food 
or clothing and cursed ard abused him. 
On one occasion, he says, Jett knocked 
him down with a chair and told him to 
get off the premises. Wright says that 
while leaving he turned to look at the 
old place a last time and that his nephew, 
reaching for his gun, told him if he did 
not. get away he would kill him. He 
says he then ran. He also declares. that 
his weak-minded son wandered away 
from Jett’s, but later returned and, 
so Wright says, ‘“‘submitted to blows and 
abuse until he died about November 19, 
1901.” 

Regarding this son he says that he ad- 
mits Jett buried the young man, but 
further than that he is not sufficiently 
informed. Wright says he does not know 
the circumstances surrounding the death 
of his boy. He declares that at the 
time he signed a deed to the property it 
was understood the conveyance was not 
to be binding in the event the nephew 
failed to keep his part of the contract, 
which Wright declares existed. He asks 
to have the deed set aside, and the prop- 
erty turned over to him. 


Chinamen Out on Bond. 

The twenty-five Chinamen who were 
caught in a rai&\by county police Sunday 
afternoon in the house on East Hunter 
street and lodged in the Tower charged 
with gaming are now all out on bond 
for their appearance before Judge A. E. 
Calhoun at the next term of the city 
criminal court. Two of the Celestials—Lee 
Choo and Joe Guin—both gave cash 
bonds Sunday evening and were. re- 
leased. There were two charges against 
Choo. The amount of the bond fn each 
case was $100. 

Late yesterday afternoon the’ twenty- 
three other men were released on bond 
furnished by A. L. Furstburg. Three of 
the Chinamen are charged with running 
a gambling house and the others will 
have to answer to the charge of gaming. 
The county police claim that they found 
rice, Iiquor and opium in the place, and 
it may be that other charges will be 
booked against some of the men. Chief 
A. Q. Turner, of the county police force, 
went before Assistant Solicitor Corrigan 
yesterday morning and swore out the 
necessary warrants against the China- 
men. The men have secured counsel! and 
will fight the case in court. 


New Point Is Raised. 

A new and important point of law was 
raised yesterday before Judge F. E. Fos- 
ter, in the criminal division of the Fulton 
superior court, when Attorney George 
Westmoreland filed a demurrer to the in- 
dictment which charges Thomaa L. Bishop 
with being an accessory with W. A. 
Matthews in the embezzlement of $10,000 
of the Piedmont Loan and Banking Com- 
pany, and asked that it se quashed. 

The point was that Bishop, not being 
an officer of the company, could not be 
guilty of embezzlement, and that on the 
second count, which charged simple lar- 
ceny, he could not be guilty, because 
Matthews, who is regarded as the prin- 
cipal in the case, could not be guilty of 
that charge, and therefore Bishop, who 
was indicted as.an accomplice, could not 
also be guilty of that offense. It was held 
by the defense that if Matthews was 
guilty at all, it was of the offense of 
larceny after trust and not simple lar- 
ceny, and that as Bishop had taken noth- 
ing from Matthews, who was the presi- 
dent of the loan company. ‘he could not 
be charged with larceny. 

The demurrer did not admit the guilt 
of any one, but merely supposed certain 
things in order to carry out the argu- 
ment. Solicitor C. D. Hill admitted that 
it was a new point and Judge Foster, af- 
ter hearing fully from Colonel Westmore- 
land, announced that he would take the 
matter under advisement and would ren- 
der a cecision this morning. 

Sues for Damages. 

In the city court yesterday Mrs. M. T. 
Hester, through her attorney, R. J. Jor- 
dan, instituted suit against the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company for $5,000 dam- 
ages for alleged personal injuries gaid to 
have been recefved September 10, 190. 
Mrs. Hester sets forth that on the day 
mentioned she boarded a car on the river 
line and told the conductor when -he 
collectgi her fare that she wished to 
alight at the Bellwood crossing. 

She claims that the car ran by her 
destination arid that when she calfed the 
conductor’s attention to the @ct he had 
the car stopped immediately. She states 
that she had a 7-months-old baby in her 
arms and that the conductor, in assist- 
ing her to alight. jerked her off the car. 
Mrs. Hester declares her foot struck a 
rock and she was thrown violently to 
the ground, sustaining painful and seri- 
ous injuries.

May Ivey Humphries, through her at- 
torney, T. W. Rucker, vesterday filed 
divorce proceedings in the superior court 
against her husband, Charles T. Hum- 
phries, whom she says she married Feb- 
ruary 4, 1892. at Lexington, Ga. The wife 
asserts that her husband déserted her 
about July 1, 1899, and has since failed to 
support her. She asks for a total divorce 
and the custody of their three children.

SOOCK SURRENDERS 


Man Whe Robbed Kimball House 
Cashier of $1,600 Gives Up. 


TO SAVE WIFE’S PROPERTY 


She Went His Bond and When He 
Fled from the County Her Only 
Possession Passed Into the 
Hands of the Court. 


Hollow-cheeked, broken in health and 
literally standing on the verge of his own 
grave, J. H. Soock, who, on the morning 
of March 2, 1900, robbed the Kimball house 
cashier’s office of $1,500 in checks and cash 
in broad daylight, came into the criminal 
division of the Fulton superior court yes- 
terday morning before Judge F. E. Foster 
and threw himself upon the mercy of the 
court. He was ordered to pay a fine of 
$200 or go to the public works for six 
months and to jail for a like period. 

Almost immediately after the theft 
Soock was discovered by city detectives 
and he turned over to them the full 
amount taken. He was then indicted Dy 
the grand jury on the charge of larceny 
from the house, and his wife, Dy encum- 
bering a small piece of property in an- 
other county, provided the necessary bond 
which kept her husband out of jail. Be- 
fore the time for his trial Soock disap- 
peared, going to Alabama. While in that 
state he committ@@ a crime similar to the 
one for which he was indicted in this coun- 
ty and was sentenced to the penitentiary, 

He was pardoned several months ago 
and came back to Atlanta at the first 
opportunity. Friday last he went to the 
office of Solicitor General C. D. Hill, in 
Temple Court, and gave himself up. His 
object in doing this, it was stated in court 
yesterday, was to save his wife’s property, 
all she had in the world. Soock, 80 Rob- 
ert Alston, his lawyer, says, cannot live 
more than six months. The man has tu- 
berculosis of the spine, it is said, and 
goes about incased in a jacket of plaster 
paris. Before coming home he was in @ 
charity hospital in Memphis, Tenn, 

Plea for Mercy. 

In calling the attention of Judge Fos- 
ter to the case, Mr. Hill announced that 
he had no intention of being nard on the 
young man. He said he was willimg that 
he should be allowed to plead guilty to 
a misdemeanor. Mr. Alston supplemented 
Mr. Hill’s remarks by stating he was con- 
vineed, after an investigation, that his 
client was a kleptomaniac when he com- 
mitted the offenses charged against him 
and was not really responsible for his ac- 
tions. He called atitention to the young 
man’s physical condition and asked the 
court to be as lenient as possfble, 

“His condition is gsuwch,”’ said the attor- 
ney, ‘‘that he will doubtless not live more 
than six months and to make him serve 
any ttime in the penitentiary or on the 
public works would be but to ghorten his 
hours on earth. His wife is an estimable 
little woman and comes of one of the best 
families in the state. This property, which 
she sacrificed for her husband’s sake, is 
all she has tn the world.and Soock de- 
sired to come here and deliver himself up 
in order that this Jand may go back to 
her.’’ 

Judge Foster said he regarded the case 
as an extraordinary Gne and would temper 
justice with mercy. He asked County 
Physician W. C. Fisher to make an exam- 
ination of the young man and report back 
to the court at 2 o'clock. Att that hour 
the report was made, and, later in the 
afternoon, Judge Foster pronounced sen- 
tence. The young man’s Trelatives, it was 
stated at the court house, will make every 
effort to raise the amount of the fine to 
keep Soock from being confined,
